ed in law ; however Hocus and the refl of the tribe, en-

Hocus fed her extravagancy (what » was itill 
more (hamefull) with John]^ own^ mqpey. £hreir)i fapr 
dy faid, that Hocus had a month^s mind to her body 2 he 
that as it will, it b matter of f^fit, that uponiall occa- 
fions fhe ran oat extravagantly on the pvdifosoijiocuf. 
When JoJbn ufed to be finding fault with hiaLbills,tihe 
ufed to reproach binL as. ungrateful to iiis g^ateft be* 
nefadtor ; one that had taken 4b. much ^ pains ia his 
law-fuit, and retrieved his family from* the opprelioii 
of old Levjis Baboon. A tgood fwinging (iflix of Jokt^M 
feadieft cafh, went towards buildi|ig ^Ho^u's counhy* 
houfe. This affair between Hocus and Mxp* Bull was 
now fo open,, that all -the. world were fcandalized afc 
it : John was not.fo clodrpated, but at laft he took 
ihe hint, f Thq parfon of the parifh preachii^ one 
day with more ^atthan fenfe againft sulultery, Mrs. 
Bull told her hufband, that he was a very uncivil fel« 
low, to ufe fuch coarie language before people of con* 
dition ;. that Hoofx was of the fame mind, and that they 
would joinrtohave him turned out of his living for uflog 
X>eribiial .reflexions. How do you mean, {z^jyjobn^ by 
perfonal ^reflexions ? I hope in God, wife, he did 
not reflect upon you. '' No, thank God, my repn* 
**Jtation is too well eflablifhed in the world to receive 
any hurt from fuch a foul-mouthed fcoundrel as he ; 
his dodrine tends only to make hufbands tyrants^ 
*' and wives flaves ; muft we be ihut up, and hufbands 
** left to their liberty ? very pretty indeed \ a wife 
'* muft never go abroad with a platonick to fee a play 
!' .or a bdl % me n^uft never fltr witheot her hafliand ; 

"nor 
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fi 'nbr witk it^Sprikg-gturden with a c6crfiii. I do fty^ 
^' hjiibanici/ and I Mil ftand by it, dtat withouic the 
^^'ififioceiit ft^edoms of life, matfitnony would be a 
«* flioft intolerable ^e ; and that a wife's idrtae 
<<^ ovghrto bethe Woh of h^owt reaibh/and liot of 
^<:herhilftaiMl*s government; for my part I would fcom 
^ ahttflieLnd that would be jealous, if he faw a fellow 
<' ^-(bed Wkh me/* All this whUe John's blood boiled 
Inliii'^ei^s: he was noW confihneH in all his fufpi- 
tiOii»> jlkde, bitch ahd whore were the 'beft words 
diat^^mi gave her. Things went from better to 
«N99fe, til] Mrs. BkU atnied alcnife at 7<>^» though 
^jfoy threw a botde at her head very bratally inde^ : 
{ifid lilter this there was nothing but confafion; 
jKMtkSv glafiesy fpoons, ^ates, knives, forks, and 
ijSut^ «sw abottt idee dnft % the refixlt of ^hich ; Was» 
*^at Mrs. J9«// received abruife in her right fide« 
(of whi^ fi«e died half a /ear after). The bruife im- 
^KiAhimiaiedy and afterwards turned to a Sinking ul- 
iser, Which made every body (hy to cotne near 
liei' ; yet iSie wanted not the help of many able phyfii- 
4Miis» who jtttended very dihgendy, and did what 
men of (klU-csoold do ; but sdl to no pnrpofe, for her 
condition was now quite defperate, all regular phyfi* 
ciani luid her Hearcftxdations having given her over. 
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Mow Jome S^ch utkUrt$ok h eurtMrs. 
Bull of her uker *. 

THERE 19 nothing fo impoffibk n natare, but ' 
mountebanks wul undertake; nothing (b in- 
credible, but jthey will affirm. Mrs. BulN condi- 
tion was looked upon as defperat;e hy all the men of 
^rt ; but there were diofe that br^Kd they had an 
infallible ointment and plainer, ^IHp being applied 
to the fore, would cure it in a few cRys : at the lame 
lime they would give her a pill that would purge off all 
her bad humours, fweeten her blood, and re^ify her 
difturbed imagination. In fpite of all applications 
the patient grew worfe every day ; flie flunk fo, no 
body durft come within a doners throw of her, ex- 
cept thofe quacks, who attended her clofe, and ap« 
prehended no danger. If one alked them how-Mrs. 
Bull did ? Better and better; (aid they ; the parts heal, 
and her conilitution mends : if fhe fubmits to our go- 
vernment, &e win be abroad in a little timel Nay, 
it isvreported, that they wrote to her friends in the 
country, that fhe ihould dance a }ige'next O^oher in 
WeftminjUr'HcHt and that her illoefs nkl been chiefly 
owinp to bad p^syftdans. At lafl one of them was 
Ibnt vst in gfeat hafle, his patient growing worfe and 
%orib. When he came^ heaffirmea that it was a grois 
mi^ake, and that fhe was never in a^ fairer way: 
bnRg hither the falve, ikys he, and give her u plenr 
tiful draught of my cordial. As he was app^ng 
his ointments, and adminUb'ing the cordial, the par 
tient gave up the ghofi, to the great confufion of the 
quack, and the great joy fAuull and his iHendsw 
The quaek fluHg'away oat of the hou&, i;ngy^ diit 
Pider^ and fwore there was foul play, ' for he was fure 
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his medicines were infallible. Mrs. Bui/ having 
died, without any figns of repentance or devotion, 
the clergy woold hardly allow her xhriftian burial. 
The relations had once refolded to fue Jobn ftMr^e 
murder ; but confidering better of it,, and that fach a 
trial would rip up old fores, and difcover things not 
£6 much. to the reputation of the deceafed, theydropc 
their defign. She left no will, only there was found 
ia.her ftrong box the fioUowine words wrote on a fcrip 
of paper : ** My curfe on j3fn.

Km, tie had a coaffai in the conntty; one 9blbggr 
Sold, whofe predecdlbrs had been bred op to tbe laiW, 
and knew as much' of it as anjr body ; but having left 
off the profeiTion for fbme time, they todc great pki^ 
iiice in compounding law-fnit^ amongft theimeiglr- 
bcuirs, for mnch thev were the averfion of the <3ren- 
demfen of the Long Robe, and at perpetual wcnr with 
M the country attorneys, y^im put his eavfe iit Sir 
Roger's hands, deilring him to make the befl of it; 
the news had no fooner reached the ears of the law- 
yers, but they were all in an uproar. * They 
brought all the reft of the tradeimen upon Jokn : 
Squire South fwore he was betrayed, that he would 
flarve before he compounded, frog - faid he was 
highly wronged : even lying Ned the chimney-fweep- 
er, and Tom the duft-man complained, that their in* 
tereftwas facrificed: the lawyers, folicitors. Hocus 
and his clerks were all up in arms, at the news of 
the compoiition. f Thiey abuied him and his wife 
moft (hamefiilly. '* Yon iiUy, aukward, ill-bred, 
** country-fow, (quoth one) have you no more man- 
*' ners than to rail at Hocus, that has faved that clod- 
** pated, numfkulkd ninny-hammer of yours from 
ruin, and all his family ? It is well known how he 
has rofe early and fat up late to make him eafy, 
** when he was fotting at every ale*houfe in town. 
** I knew his laft wife ; (he was a womian^ of bseed- 
*' ii^gt good humour, andcompiai&nce, knew how 
•* to live in the world : As for you, you look like a 
** puppet moved by clock-work ; your clbaths hang 
/< upon you, as they were* upon tenter-hooks,, and 
«« you come into a room as you were going to fiefal . 
** 9wzy St pifs'-pot ; .get. you gone into the countiy 
** to look after your mother's poultry, to milk the

^ey intended to give 4ip houie, and make ov^ all 
their eftate to old L^wh Balmn: Th^ John had 
been often heard t^ilking t0 himfelf, and /een in the 
ftreets without A^oes 'or flocliings; that he did no- 
thing from morning to night but beat his iervants, 
after having beect the ben mailer alive : as for his 
wife, file was a mere natural. Sometimes JohfC% 
houfe was befet with a whole regimtentof attorney's 
clerks, bailifis and bailiffs followers, and other finaU 
vetaiaets of thie law, who threw Hones at his win- 
dows, and dirt athimielf, as he went along the ftreet;

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^O HN found daily frefli proofs of the infidelity 
"y^ and bad defigns of his deceafed wife : amongft 
other things, one day looking over his cabinet, 
hie foand the following paper.

TT is evident that matrimony is founded upon an ori* 
**■ ^nal ctmtraSfi whereby the wife makes over the 
right ^e has by the law of nature to the cena^tut 
'oagusi in favour of the huiba'nd j by which he ac- 
quires the property of all her pofterity. But then the 
obligation is mutual : and where the contrad is bro« 
kdn 6n one fide, it eeafes to bind on the other. Where 
there is a right, there muft be a power to maintain it^ 
and to puniih the ofiending party. This power t 
affirm to be that oris;inal "right, or rather that, indif*- 
penfable duty of cuckoldom, lodged iti all wives in 
the cafes- above-mentioned. No wife is. bound hy a- 
ny law to which herfelf has not confented : all oeco- 
nomical governftient is lodged originally in the huf- 
band and wife; the execudve part being in the hufrand* 
both have their privileges fecured to them by law and 
reafon ; but will any man infer from the hufband*s 
being invefted with the executive power, that the wife 
18 deprived of her (hare, and that which is the princi* 
pal branch of it, the original right of cuckoldom ? and 
that which ihe has no remedy left but preces & lacrynut^ 

or

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er an appeal to a fupreme court of judicature ) too 
Ids frivolous are the arguments that are drawn from 
the general appellations and terms of hufband and wife; 
A hufband denotes feveral different forts of magiHracy^ 
according to the nfages and cui!oms of different ch^ 
mates and countries. In fome Eaflem nations it fig* 
lufies a tyrant, with the abfolute power of life and 
death r in Turkey it denotes an arbitrary governor^ 
with power of perpetual imprifonment : in Italy it gives- 
the hufband the power of^poifon and padlocks: in 
the countries of England^ France and Holland^ it has a 
quite different meaning, implying a ittt and equal go- 
vernment, fecuring to the wffe in certain cafes the K-^ 
berty of cuckoldom, and the property of pin-moneys 
and feparate maintenance. So that the argtittients 
drawn from the terms of hufband and wife are falla- 
dous, and by no iheans fit to fupport a tyf-annical 
do6lrine, as that of abfolute unlimited chaftiQ^y and 
conjugal fidelity. 

The general exhortations fo chaftity in wives awr 
meant only for rules in ordinary cafes, but they na-* 
turally fuppofe the three conditions of ability, joflice* 
and fideHty'in the hufband ; fuch an uiUimked, un* 
conditioned fidelity in the wife cduld neV^r be fup*' 
pofed by reafonable men : it feems a reflexion iipon^ 
the Ch ■■ .' ch, to charge her with dodlrines that 
countenance opprefiion. 

This dodtrine of the original right of cockoldonsi is^ 
congmooi to the law of i^ature, which is fuperior to^ 
all human law!(, and fof that I dare appeal to all' 
wites .' it is much to the hdnour of our EngUJhyf^^^ 
that they have never giveti up that fUndamentai ptifH i 
and that though iti former ages they were muiSed up' 
in darknefs aild fuperflidon, yet that notion feemed' 
engraven on their minds and the indprefBon fb fbVtog/ 
that nothing could impair it. 

To affert the' illegality of CuckoWpm, v^t^ ariy ^ 
pretence whatfdtfver, Were to caft odioiis ddouiiB upon*" 
the married fl:a«e, Wbiiidten. tht, nttkikfy means of 
perpetuating fandlies : fttch laws can never be fup- 

pofed 
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pofed to ha^ been defigned to defeat-the vei7;end of 
matrimony y. the propagation of niankiad. I call them 
qeceiTary means^ for in many cafes what other means 

. are left ? fuch a dodb-ine wounds the- honoar of fami« 
lies, unfettles the titles to kingdoms, honours and e- 
ilates ; for if the a£iion& from which fuch fettlem^nts 
fpring were illegal, all that is built upon them tnaUt 
be fo too ; but the lail: is abfurd, therefore the firft 
muft be fo likewife. What is the caufe that Europe 
grones at prefent, under the heavy load of a cruel and 

. expenfive war, but. the tyrannical cuftom of a certain 
nation, and the fcrupulous nicety of a filly quean, in 
not exercifmg this indifpenfable duty of cuckpldom, 
jiyhereby the kingdom might have had act heir and a 
controverted fucceffion might have been avoided ? 
thefe are the elFeds of the narrow maidms of your 
clergy, " That one mull not do evil that good may 
*« come of it." 

The aiTertors of this indefeafable right, and juj ///- 
n;iflum of matrimony, do all in their hearts favour gal- 
lants, and ^he pretenders to married wome^n ; for if 
the true legal foundation of, the married ftate be once 
iapped, and inAead thereof tyrannical maxims intro- 
duced, what mud follow but elopements, ;nAead of 
iecret and peaceable cuckoldom ? 

From all that h^s been faid one may clearly per- 
ceive the abfurdity of the do6lrine of this feditioua 
difcontentedy hot-headed, ungifted, unedifying 
preacjier, aiterting, /* that the, grand fecority of the 
'fmatrimonial flate» and the pillar upon which ic 
'f ftands, is founded upon the wife's belief of an 
** abfolute . uncondition^ fidelity to the huiband's^ 
** b^.** By. which bold aflertion he ftrikes at the' 
root, digs the foundation, and removes the bafis upon 
which tbe happinefs of a married date is built^ 
As for his perlonal reflexions, I would gladly know 
V(^o ar<e thofe nj^/mton twi<ves he ipeaks oif ? whp . are 
thpfe ladies, Qf high /lations, that.he fo, boldly traduces. 
U))lus feripoa f . it is pretty plam! who thefe afperiipns 
. I- ' . • . . ... arc. 
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«re aimed at> fot which he deferves &€ pUloryMor 
Something worfc. 

In confirmation of this dodrine of theindifpenfable 
daty of eackoldom, L could bring the example' of 
the wifeft wives in all ages, who by thefe means ha?e 
preferved their hufband's families from rain and obli- 
vion, by want of pofterity ; but what has been faid, 
is a fufficient ground for j)unifhing this pragmatical 
.^parfon.

jewels, flie was not aftan)ed of a diamond crbfs; flie' 
was not like fonie Ladies, hong about with toys and 
liinkets, tweefer-cafes, pocket-g1afl!es, anfl eflfence- 
bottles ; flie ufed only a gold watch and an alma- 
nack, to mark the hour) and the holy days. 

Her furniture was neat and genteel, well fancied 
with a hoH gout. As fl>e aiFedted not the grandeur* 
of a flate with a canopy/ flie thought there was no of- 
fence in an elbow-chair : 'flie had laid aflde youi' car- 
yin^, gilding and japan work, as being too apt to' 
gather dirt ; but flie never coufd be prevailed upon 
to part with plain wainfcot ahd clean hangings.* 
There are fome Ladies that afle£t to fmell a flink in e- 
▼ery thing ; they are always highly perfumed, ' and 
continually burning frankincenfe in their rooms ^ flie 
was above fuch affectation, yet flie never would lay 
afide the ufe of brooms' and fcrubbing brufliis, and 
fcrapled not to lay her linen in frefli lavender. 

She was no lefs genteel in her behaviour, well-bred, 
without afiedation, in the due mean between one of 
your afle^ted curtYying pieces of formality, and your 
romps that have no regard to the common rules of 
civility. There are fome Ladies that zSMi a mighty 
regard for their relations ; ** We muft not eat to-day, 
*< for my unde ?ox», or my coufin Batyy died thia

grest forrow ; as he found afterwards, for his affairs 
went all at fixes and feveiu* 
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if Ihe lieiled ; jporoVtded dways he 6vi ix6c t&mt wtm 
'die hottfe at uitteaibiiable hoars, and 4U(htrb the reft 
of Che old wOii^aii^9^*s mother. '

Suppoie a young heir,, 
heedlefs, raw, and unexperienced, full of fpirit and 
vigour, with a favourite pa^n, ifi the hands of mo- 
ney -fcriveners : fuch fellows are like your wire-draw- 
*}ng mills ; if they get hold of a man's finger, they 
will puH in his whole body at lail, till they iqueeze 
the heart, blood and guts out of him. *When I want* 
ed money, half a dozen of theie fellows were alwm 
waiting in my andchamber, with their fecuritiea 
ready drawn. I was tempted with the ready ; fbme 
farm or odier went to pot. I received with one hand^ 
and paid it away with the other to lawyers, that like 
fo many heU-hounds were ready to devour me.

Jack. -Mayn't I quilt my rope ? it galls my neck 

ilrangely : beiides I don't like this running-knot, it 

holds too tight, <I may be HiHed all of a fudden. 

. Hab. Thou haft fo many ifs and ands ; prithee 

'difpatch : it might have been over before Chis time. 

Jack. But now I think on't ; I would fain fetde 
fome affairs, for fear of the worft : have a little pati* 
ence. 

Hab. There's no having patience, thou art fuch a 
faintling, iilly creature. 

Jack. «0 thou mod deteftable, abominable pajfpve 
ehedience ! did I ever imagine I (hould become thy vo- 
tary, in fo pregnant an inftance ! how will my bro- 
ther M^^r//Vr laugh at this llory, to fee himfelf outdone 
in his own calling ? He has taken the dofirine, and 
. left me the pradlice. 

No fooner had he uttered thele words, but like a 
man of true courage he tied the fatal cord to the 
beam, tiitted the noofe, and mounted upon the bot- 
tom of a tub, the infide of which he Kad often grac'd 
in his profperous days.

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SInce this unhappy divifioxr of our natioii into' 
pardes, it is not to be imagined how many ar« 
tifices have been made ufe of by writers, to obicure 
the truth, and cover defigns which may be detrimen- 
tal to the. pubiick. In pardcnlary it has been their 
coftdm of late tavent dieir political fpleen in allegory 
and fabk. If an honeil believing nation is to be 
made a jeft of, we have a ftory of John Bull and 
his wife ; if a traafarer is to be glanced at, an ant 
with a inlnUflranu is introduced ; if a treaty of com-* 
merce. is. to be ridiculed, it is immediately metamor- 
phofed into a tale of Count Tariffs 

But if any of thefb malevolents have never fo fmall 
a ' talent in rhime, they principally delight to convey 
their malice in that pleaiing way ? As it were gild* 
ing the pill, and concealing the poifon under the 
fweetnefs of numbers. 

It is the duQr of every well- deiignin§ fubjed to pre- 
vent, as far as he.can, the ill confequences of luch 
pernicious treadfes ; and I hold it mine to warn the 
pubiick of the late poem, indtled, Tbi Rape of the 
LOCK; which I ihall demonftrate to be of this na« 
tore. 

It is a common and juil obfervadon, that when the 
meaning *of any thing is dubious, one can no way 
better judge of die true intent Of it, than by confi- 
dering ivbo is the author, what is his charadler in 
genera], and his dijpofition in pardcular. 

Now that the author of this poem is a reputed Pa^ 
fift^ is well. known ; and. that a genius fo capable

They are fenfible that 
this nation is fecDred by good and wholibme laws, to 
prevent all evil pratYiccs of ih^ church o^" Rome\ 
particdarly the publication of books, that may in 
any Tort propagate that dodlrine : their authors ar^ 
therefore obliged to couch their defies the deeper ; 
and thoU cannoc aver, that the intenuon of dlis Gen- 
tleman was direfUy to fpread Popifh dofoinesy yet 
it c(»nes to the fame poinc if he touch the . govern- 
ment ; for the court of Rome knows very well, 
that the church at this time is fo iirmly fodnded on 
the date, that the. only way to ihake the oncy is by 
attackitig the other. 

What confirms me in this opinioiii^ is an accidental 
difcovery I made of a very artful piece of manage- 
ment amoi^ his Popiih friends and abettors, to hide 
his whole oefign upon the government, by taking 
all the charaders upon themjtinxtu 

Upon the day that this poem w&s publKhed, it wa s 
my fortune to ftep into the CocoaSree^ where a cer-

Now it came to pafs, that I was born in the year 
of OOT Lord Anno Domrm 1655. ^^^ 7^^^ wherein our 
worthy benefadlor, Efquire Brett, did add one bell 
to the ring of this parifh. So that it hath been wit- 
tily faid, '^ that one and the fame day did give to 
** this our church two rare gifts, its gr^at bell and its 
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Even when F was at fchool, niy miftrefs did evef 
extol me above the reft of the youth, in that I had 
a laudable voice. And it was furthermore obferved, 
that I took a kindly a^e6lion unto that black letter in 
which oar bibles are printed. Yea, often did I exer* 
ciie myfelf in iinging godly ballads, fuch as the Lady 
and diatht the Children in the ivoody and Chenjy chafe ; 
and not, like other children, in lewd and trivial dit* 
tie*. Moreover while I was a boy, I always adven- 
tured to lead the pfalm next after Mr. William Har» 
rist my predecedor, who (it mull be confeiTed to the 
flory of God) was a moft* excellent parifh-clerk in 
that his day. 

Yet be it acknowledged, that, atthe age of Sixteen, 
Z became a company-keeper, being led into idle con'- 
verfatioa by my extraordinsiry love to ringing ; in* 
fomuch, that in a ihort time I was acquainted with 
every fett of bells in the whole cou*itry : neither could I 
be prevailed with to abfent myfelf from Wakes, being 
called thereunto by the harmony of the fteeple. While 
I was in thefe focietics, I gave myfelf up to unfpiri* 
tiral paftimes, fuch as tvrejlling^ dancing, and cudgel- 
flaying ; ib that I often returned to my father*s houfe 
with a broken pate: I had my head broken at Milton 
by Thomas Wyat, as we played a bout or two for an 
hat that was edged with filver galloon< But in the 
year following, 1 broke the head of Many Stuhhs, and 
obtained an hat not inferior to the former : at Tel<ver' 
ton I encountered George Cummins, weaver,- and behold 
my head was broken a fecond time! At the wake 
of Wetyhrocky I- engaged William Sympkins^ tanner, 
when lo, thus was my head broken a third time ! and 
much blood trickled therefrom. But I adminillred to 
my comfort, faying within myfelf. " What man is 
** there, howfoever dexterous in- any knowledge or 
*' craft, who is for ay on his guardi" A week after 
I had a hafe^bom child laid unto me; for, in the days 
of my youths I was looked upon as a follower of ve- 
nereal fantafies :> thus was I led into fin by the comeli- 
aefe oiSufi^mtd Smtb, who firft* tempted me^ and theo 
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pat me to (bame; for kideed die was a roatden of a 
feduciiig eye, and pleafant feature. I humbled isy** 
felf before the Juftice, I acknowledged my crittie 
to oar curate, and, to do away mine olFences* and 
make her fome atonement, was joined to ha la 
holy wedlock on the Sabbath day fc^lowi^g. 

How often do thofe things which ieem onto oa 
misfortanesy redound to our aid^antage ! Ibr the tel* 
niiler (who had long looked on Sufaima as the moft 
lovely of his pariihioners) liked fo well of my de« 
siearioar, that he recommended me to the hoi^our of 
being his clerky which was then becoiAe tacant 1^ 
the deceafe of good Mailer William Harrir,

^bi next chapter contains an account how he difchof 
ged the fe'veral duties of his office ; in particular ^ he in* 
ffis on the following, - 

I was determined to reform tlie manifold corrapti- 
ens and abufes which had crept into the church. 

Tirfty I was efpecially fevere in whipping forth 
dogs from the temple, all excepting the lap-dog of 
the' good widow Hvward^ a fober dog which y^ed 
sot, nor was there offence in his mouth. 

Secondly, I did even proceed to morofenefs, tho' 
fore, againft my heart, unto poor babes, in tearing 
from them the ^ half eaten apples, which they privily 
munch'd at church. But verily it pitied me,, for I 
remembered the days of my youth. 

thirdly. With the fweat of my own hands I did 
make plain and iinooth.the.dog's ears throughout our 
great Bible, 

Fourthly, The pews and benches which were for- 
merly fwept but. once in three years, I caufed, eve^ 
ry Saturday, to be fwept with a befom and trimmed. 

Fifthly dndlafily^ I caufeidthe furplice to be neatly 
darned, and wafHed, and laid in frefh lavender, 
(yea, and fometimes to be fprinkled with rofe-water) ; 
and I had great laud and praife from all the neigh- 
bouring clergy forafmuch as no parifh kept the mi- 
nider. in cleaner linnen. 

Not<withfianding thefe his puUick cares, in the ele<venth 
chapter he informs^ us, he did not negle£l his u/ual occupa," 
tions as a handy -craft/man* 

Shoes, Jaith he, did I make, (and if intreated, 
'mcnd)[, with good approbation. Faces alfo did I 
Ihave, and I dipt the hair. Chirurgery alfo I pra- 
ftifed in the worming of dogs \ but to bleed adventu- 
red I not, except the poor., Upon this my twofold 
profeffion, there pafled among pleafant men a merry 
tale, . deledable epough to be rehearfed : how that, 
being overtaken with liquor one Saturday evening, 
I fhavcd'thQ prielf with Spanijh blacking for (hoes,, in- : 
fiead.of a waih-ball. and with lamp-black powdered 
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bis perriwig. But theft wert fayings of mtft, defight- 
•n|; in their own conceits more than in the troth, ror 
it » well knowfi> that great was my tare and (kill itt 
all thefe my crafts ; yea, I once had the honour of 
trimming Sir fAMrAilumfelf, without fd^ing blood. 
Furthermore, I was fought unto to geld the Ladjr 
FraMca her fpaniel, whkh WAs iront t6 ^o afttay. 
He was called Tipdj;, diat is to fay, ToUas. And 
^fyt I was entmfted With a ^rgeoos (air ot ihoel 
of the faid Lady, to fet an heel jpiece thereon ^ and 
I received fuch praife therefore, that it was faid, all 
over the parilh, I ihottld be recommended unto the 
jKi'ng to mend (hoes for his Majefty : whom God pte- 
fcrve. Amen. 

The reft of tins chmfHt I furpofify efftif, fir H mujt hi 
^wrndf tidt^ ^tahin k$ J^ah ht ajhoimaker^ he is ^nry 
^furd. Ht Ulh rf Mofes* s ptUing off bis ^s^ if 
tanning the hides of the bulls of Baian, ^ Simon tM 
tanner, and takes np font nt five pages to pro*ve, that, 
nvhen the Apbftles nvert inftru&ed tv travel WithOttt 
ihoes, the precept did not extend to their htttSon. 

7he next chapter relates^ ho^ he difcovered a thief

(ame. I tutored the young men and maidens to tune 
^eir voices as it were a^&ltery, and the church on 
die Sunday was filled wiUi thefe new halelojahs.

Now were the eyes of ^ the parifh upon thefe 
oar weekly councils.

From the great Pcnd, Augoft the \ft, 

Yeftcrday a larg« ym/of ducki. pafs'd by here, af- 
ter a fmall reiiflance from two little boys who flong 
ftones at them : they landed near the bam<loor, where 
i^ey /waged with very good faccefs : while they were 
upon this ^nterprize, an old turkey-cock attacked a 
maid in a red petticoat, and ihe retired with great pre- 
cipitation. This afternoon being fomewhat rainy, diey 
ibt fail again, ^nd took feveral frogs, Jaft now arrived 
the Parfon^s 'wife, and twenty ducks were brought forth 
before her in cntier to be tried, but for what crime we 
know not ; however two of them were condenmed ;

Laft night two young men of this place made a 
detachment of their breeches, in order, as it is though^ 
to pofiefs themfelves of the two ouvertures of the fiid 
fort i but at their approach they heard great firing 
from the port-holes, they found them already botnharL 
id by the rear'guard of Sarah and Sufy, who fearing 
theie young men were cOme to beat up their ^ar^ 
$ers deferted their necejjary pofls, which were imme- 
diately taken poflefTion of, notwithfianding they were 
much annoyed by reafon of feveral ftiiikj-pots that had 
been flung there the fame inorning. 
From the Barley^Monu near the Barn, Auguft the 3^. 

It was yefterday rumoured, that there was heard a 
mighty fc^ueaking near this place, as of an army of 
mice, who were thought to lie in ambufcade in the 
faid mow ; upon this uie farmer affembled together 
.a council of neighbours, wherein it was refolvra that 
the mow (hould be removed to prevent the further de* 
ibuQion of the forage. This day the affair was put 
uk execution, four hundred and feventy nine mice and 
three laree rats were killed, and a va^ number wounds 
ed .by pitch-forks and other infbrumefits of huiban- 

dry. 
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^ry, A moudb that was clofe purTued^ took (helter 
under Dollfs petticoats, but, by the vigilance oi George 
Simons, he was taken, as he was endeavouring to force 
his way through a deep morafs, and crufhed to death 
on the rpot. There was nothing material happened 
the Jiext day, only Gcify Hart was ohferved to make 
water under the faid mow, as (he was going a milking. 
From the great Yard, Auguft the zd. 

It IS very credibly reported, that there is a treaty of 
marriage on foot. between the old red cock, and the 
pyed hen, they having of late appeared very much in 
publick together : he yeflerday made her a prefent 
of three barley-corns , fo that we look on this affair as 
concluded. This is the fame cock that fought a duel 
for her about a month ago. 

From the Squire's Houfe, 

On Sunday lafl there was a noble entertainment in 
our great hall, where were prefent the parfon and the 
farmer : the parfon eat like a farmer, and the farmer 
like a parfon : we refer you to the curious in calcu- 
lation to decide which eat moH. 

It is reported that the Minifter chriilened a male 
child lafl week, but it wants Confirmation. 

From the Juftices Meeting. Auguft the Jth. 

This day a jack- daw, well known in the parilh, 
was ordered clofe prifoner to a cage, for crying cue- 
hold to a juflice of the quorum ; and the fame even- 
ingxertain apples, for hijrng in a difrefpe^lful manner, 
as they were roafting, were committed to Lamb's 
Wool. The fame day, the juftices caufed a pig to 
be whipt to death, and eat the fame, being con- 
vi^ed of fqueaking on the tenth of June. 
From the Church, Auguft ^th. 

Divine fervice is continued in our parifti as nfual, 
though we have feldom the company of any of the 
neighbouring Gentry ; by whofe manner of living, it 
may be conjectured, that the advices from this place 
are not credited by them, or elfe regarded as matters 

of little confe<][uence. 
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From the Church-yard, Auguft the %th, 
. The xniniiler (having obferved his only daughter 
to ieem too much afFeded with the intercourfe of his 
bull and the cows of the pariih) has ordered the ce- 
remony, for the future, to be performed, not in his 
own court, but in the church-yard ; where, at the lirft 
folemnity of that kind, the grave-flones oE John Fry ^ 
Peter Hofw, and Mary d^Ur/ey^ were fpurned down. 
This has already occafioned great debates in the ve- 
llry, the latter being the deceased wife of ths Jinging 
clerk of this place. 

Cafualties this lAjeek. 
Several cafualties have happened this week, and 
the bill of mortality is very much increafed. There 
have died of the falling Jtcknefi two Humbling hor- 
fes, as alfo one of their riders. Smothered (in onions) 
feven rabbits. Stifled (in a foldier's breeches) two 
geefe. Of a fore throaty feveral flieep and calves at 
the butchers. Starved to death, one baftard child 
nurfed at the pariih-charee. Stillborn^ in eggs of tur- 
keys, geefe, ducks, and hens, thirty fix. Drowned^ 
nine puppies. Of nuind in the hotuels, Rvq bottles 
of fmall beer.

?7i ^ f^'^*'*^ 5 and fo the Argument will confeqwcn- 

tially divide itfclf into a twofold way, that is to fay, 
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the formal part, and the fuhjlantial part, Horfes arc 
the fuhjlantial part, or thing bequeathed : black and 
twhite t\it formal, and defcriptivc part. 

Horfe, in a phyfical fenfe, doth import a certain 
quadrupede, or four-footed animal, ivhich, hy the apt 
and regular difpofition of certain proper and convenient 
parts, is adapted, fitted^ and confiituted for the ufe and 
need of man. Yea, fo neceflary and conducive was 
this animal conceived to be to the behoof of the com- 
mon weal ; that fundry and divers a6ls of parliament 
have, from time to time, been made, in favour of 
^horfes. 

\ft, Ediv. VI. makes the tranfporting of horfes out 
of the kingdom, 'no tsfs a penalty than the forfeiture 
of 40 /. 

id and 3^/, Edwo, VI. Takes from hor/e-ftealers the 
benefit of their clergy, 

Jnd the ftatutes of the 2Jth and '^zd of Hen, VIII. 
cohdefcend fo far as to take care of their very breed : 
thefe, our wife anceftors, prudently forcfeeing, that 
they could not better take care of their own poile- 
rlty, than by alfo taking care of that of their horfes. 

And of fo great eileem are horfes in the eye of the 
common law, that, when a Knight of the Bath com- 
mitteth any great and enormous crime, his punilh- 
ment is, to have his^«rj chopt off^with a cleaver, h^" 
jng, as Mailer Bra^on well obferveth, unvjorthy to 
ride on a horfe, 

Littleton, S^3, 31^, faith. If tenants, in common , 
make a leafe rcferving for rent a horfe, they fhall 
have but one aflize ; becaufe, Jaith the hook, the law 
will not fufFer a horfe to he fevered i another argu- 
ment of what high ellimation the law maketh of an 
horfe. 

But, as the great difference feemeth not to be io 
much touching the fubflantial part, horfss, let us pro- 
ceed to the formal or defcriptive part, viz, what 
horfes they are that come within this bequefl. 

Colours are commonly of various kinds and diffe* 
rent forts i of which vihite and black are the two 

extremesj 
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extremes, and confequentty comprehend ^within them 
all other colours *what/betuer. 

By a bequeft, therefore, of hiack and ivhite hor/es, 
grey or pyed borfes,* may ^well pafsi for, when two ex- 
tfemes, or remoteft ends of any thing, are devifed, 
the law, by common intendment, will intend ijuhat' 
foever is contained betixjeen them to be de^vifed too. 

But the preient cafe is ftill ftronger, coming, not 
only within the intendment, but alfo the s&y letter 
of the words. 

By the word blacky all the horfes that are black 
ore devifed I by the word ^htte, are devifed thofe 
that are nxjhite ; and| by the fame word, with the 
tonjunftion copulative, and^ between them, the hor^ 
fif that are black and ^white, that is to fay, pyed, are 
devifed alfo. 

Whatever is black and 'white, is pyed, and, whate- 
y^^ is pyedy is black and nvhite ; ergo, black and ivhite 
IS pyed'y and, wice 'verfa, pyed is black and^white. 

If, therefore, black and nxjhite horfes are devifed, 
tyed horfes fhall pafs by fuch de^vife : but black and 
luhite horfes are de^vifedi ergo, the PL fhall ba<ve the 
pyed horfes. 

Pour le Catlyne ferjaunt, moy femble al contrary, 
defend. The Plaintiffy^^?// not hafve the pyed horfes by 
intendment ; for if, by the devife of black and 
luhite borfesy not only black and white horfes, but 
horfes of any colour, between thofe two , extremes, 
^^y pafs, then not only pyed and grey horfes, but al^ 
fi red or bay horfes nvould pafs likenjoife, luhich 'would be 
ihfurd, and againfi reafon. And this is another 
ftrong argument in law. Nihil quod efi contra rationem 
^fi licitumy for reafon is the life of the lanu j nay, the 
common lanv is nothing but reafon ; which is to be un- 
^^x^oodi oi artificial perfeSion and reafon, gotten by 
long ftudy, and not of man's natural reafon, for nemo 
nafcitur artifex, and legal reafon efi fumma ratio j and 
therefore, if all the reafon that is difperfed into fo 
Siany different heads, were united into one, he could 
not make fuch a law as the law oi England -, becaufe, 
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by many fucceffions of ages, it hath been fixed and 
refixed by grave and learned men : fo that the old 
rule may be verified in it, Neminem ofortet effe legibus 
fapientiorem. 

As therefore pyed borfes do not come within the in- 
tendment of the beqaeil, fo neither do they withia 
the letter of the words. 

A fyed borfe is not a 'white horfcy neither is a fyed 
a black horfe ; how then can fyed borfes come undes 
the words of black and <white borfes f 

Befides, where cuftom hath adapted a certain de- 
terminate name to any one thing in all devifes, feof- 
ments and grants, that certain ^name fhall he made ufe 
of, and no uncertain circumlocutory defcriptions fhall be 
allowed 'y for certainty is the father of right, and thet 
mother of juftice.

The Art of Political Lying. 

TH £ author* in iiis preface, makes feme very» 
jadicio«i9 ^flexions upon die original of arts 
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and fciences : that, at firft, they coniift of fcattered 
theorems and practices, which are handed about a- 
xnoDgft the mafters, and only revealed to the fiii 
artisy till fuch time as fome great genius appears^ 
who colleds thefe disjointed propofidons, and re* 
duces them into a regular fyftem. That this is the 
cafe of that noble and ufeful art of political lyings 
which, in this laft age, having been enriched with 
feveral newo difco^eriesj ought not to lie any longer 
in rubbUh and confufion,< but may judly claim a pkce 
in the Encyclopdai4\ efpecially fuch as ferves for a jno- 
del of education for an able politician. That he 
propofes to himfelf no fniall flock of fame in future 
ages, in being the firfl who has undertaken this de- 
fign \ and, for the fame reafon, he hopes, the im- 
perfe£tion of this work will be excufed. He invites 
all perfons, who have . any talent that way, in any 
new difcovery, to communicate their thoughts, af- 
furing them, that honourable mention ihall be made 
of them in hi$ work. 

^he Jirft «volume confifis of ele*oen chapters. 
In the/r/ chapter of his excellent treatife, he rea^ 
fons philofophically concerning the nature of theyia/ 
of man y and thofe qualities which render it«fufcepti- 
ble of lies. He fuppofes the foul to be of the nature 
oi 2L plano-cylindricai fpeculttm^ or looking-glafs ; that 
the plain iide was made by God Almighty, but that 
the devil afterwards wrought the other tide into a cy- 
Kndrical .figure. The plain fide reprefents objedls 
juft as they are; and the cylindric^ fide, by the 
rules of cato)>trtcks, mufl:< needs reprefent true ob- 
jeds falfe, and falfe objects true : but the cylindrical 
fide being much the larger furfacey takes in a greater 
compafs of vifual rays. That, upon the cylindrical 
fide of the foul of man, depends the whole art and 
fuccefs of political lying. The author, in this cha- 
pter, proceeds to reaibn upon the qualities of the 
mind : as its peculiar fondnefs of the malicious and 
the miraculous. The tendency bf the foal towards the 
malichus, fprings from felf-love^ or a pleafure to 
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find mankind more wicked, bafe, or unfortanate, 
than ourfelves. The defign of the miraculous, proceeds 
from the inaftivity of the foul, or its incapacity to 
be moved or delighted with any thing that is vulgar 
or common. TJie author having eftablifhed the qua- 
lities of the mind, upon which his art is fctinded, he 
proceeds. 

In his/econJ chapter, to treat of the nature of po/i- 
tical lying, which he defines to be, the art of comvincing 
the people of falutary falfhoods, forfome good end. He 
calls it an art, to diftinguifh it from that of telling 
truth, which does not feem to want art ; but then he 
would have this underftood only as to the indention % 
becaufe there is indeed more art neceffary to con- 
vince the people of a falutary truth, than 2^ falutary 
falfliood. Then he proceeds to prove, that there 
are falutary falfhoods j of which he gives a great 
many inftances, both before and after the revolution ; 
and demonftrates plainly, that we could not have 
carried on the war fo long, without feveral of thofe 
falutary falfhoods. He gives rules to calculate the 
value of a political lie, in pounds, fhillings, and pence. 
By good, he does not mean that which is abfolutely fo, 
but what appears fo to the artifl, which is a fufRcient 
ground for him to proceed upon ; and he diflinguifh- 
cs the good, as it commonly is, into honum utile^ 
duke &• honeftum. He fhews you, that there are 
Political lies of a mixed nature, which include all the 
three in different refpcdls : that the utile reigns ge- 
nerally about the exchange, the dulce and honefium, 
at the Weftminfter end of the town. One man 
fpreads a, lie to fell or hxky flock to greater advantage; 
a fecond, becaufe it is honourable to ferve his party ; 
^'Jd a third, becaufe it is fweet to gratify his re^ 
ffenge. Having explained the feveral terms of his 
definition, he proceeds. 

In his third chapter, to treat of the lamfulnefs of 
foiiticaJ lying ; which he deduces from its true and 
genuine principles, by inquhing into the feveral 
'^igbts that mankind have to truth. He fiiews, 
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that the people have a right to private truth from 
their neighbours, and eeconomical truth from their 
own family, that they Ihould not be abufed by their 
wives, children and fervants ; but that they have no 
right at all to political truth : that the people may a9 
well all pretend to be Lords of manors, and po/Tefs 
great eilates, as to have truth- told them in matters 
of government. The ^.uthor, with great judgment, 
dates the federal fiarei of mankind m this matter of 
truth, according to their feveral capacities, dignities, 
and profefiions ; and fhews you, that children Have 
hardly any fhare at all ; in confequence of which, 
they have very feldom any truth told them. It mnft 
be owned, that the author, in this chapter, has fome 
feeming difhculties to anfwer and explain texti of 
fcripture, - ^ 

The fourth chapter Is wholly employed in this que- 
flion, ^whether the right of coinage __ of political lies be 
tvaholly in the govern?nent ? The author who is a friend 
to Englijh liberty, determines in the negative, and 
anfwers all the arguments of the oppofite party with 
great acutenefs : that, as the government of Eng^^ 
laud has a mixture of democratical in it, fo the right 
of inventing and fpreading ^0/i/iV«/ /rW, is patly is 
^^ people % and their obilinate adherence to this juft 
privilege has been moft confpicuous, and ihined with 
great luflre of late years \ that it happens very often, 
that there are no other means left to the good people 
of England^ to pull down a miniftry and government 
they are weary i^^ bat by exercifmg this their un- 
doubted right : that ibvakd2aic& of political lying is a 
fure fign of true Etigfijh liberty : that as minifters do 
fometimes ufe tools to fupport their power, it is but 
reafonable that the people (hould employ the fame 
weapon to defend thgi^e^ves, and piiU diem down. 

In his ffth chapter, he divides polincal lies into 
i^tt2Xfp$cies and clajfess and gives preo^ts about the 
inventing^ fpreading^ aiul propagating the feveral forts 
of them.: he begias with the r«^0rf/, zxA libelli fa* 
mfi^ fucii as concern A« repuiadoii of men in power : 
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where he finds fault with the common miflake^ that 
takes notice only of one fort, 'vix. the detradory or de^ 
famatofyi whereas, in truth, there are three forts, the 
detraiiory, the additoryy and the tranjlaiory , The ad* 
ditory gives to a great man a larger fhare of reputa- 
tion than belongs to him, to enable hini to ferve 
fome good end or purpofe. The detra£iory or defu' 
matory, is a lie which takes from a great man the 
reputation that juftly belongs to him, for fear h'e 
ihould ufe it to the detriment of the poblick. The 
tr&njlatory is a lie that transfers the merit of a man's 
good aftion to another who is in himfelf more defer- 
ving ; or transfers thie demerit of a bad adion from 
the true author, to a perfon who is in himfelf lefs de- 
ferving. He gives feveral inftances of very great 
ftrokes in all the three kinds ; efpecially in the laft, 
when it was neceifary for the good of the publick to 
beflow the valour and condudt of one man upon ano^ 
if^er, and that of many to one man ', nay, even, upon 
a good occafion, a man may be robbed of his vi- 
^ory by a perfon that did not command in the adlion. 
The reftoring and deftroying the publick may be a- 
fcribed to perfons who had no hand in either. The 
author exhorts all Gentlemen practitioners to exer- 
cife themfelves in the tranjlatory ; becaufe the exi* 
pence of the things themfelves being vifible, and not 
demanding any proof, there wants nothing to be 
put upon the publick, but a fcdfe {mtbor^ or a falfe 
caufe, which is no great prefumption upon the cre- 
dulity of mankind, to whom the fecret fprings of 
things are for the moft part unknown. 

The author proceeds to give fome precepts as to 
the additory : that, when one afcnbes any thing to a 
perfon which does not belong to him^ the lie ought 
to be calculated not quite contradictory to his known 
qualities : for example, one would not make the 
"French King prefent at a Proteftant conventicle j nor, 
like Queen Elizabeth, reftore the overplus of taxes to 
berfubjeCls. One would not bring in the Emperor gi- 
^^g two mCFUtfas pay in advance to his troops i nor 
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the Duieh paying more than their quota. One 
would not make the fame perfon zealous for a Hand- 
ing army and pablick liberty : nor an Atheift fup- 
port the church ; nor a lewd fellow a reformer of 
manners ; nor a hot-headed, crack-brained coxcomb 
forward for a fcheme of moderation. £at, if it is 
abfolutely necefTary that a perfon is to have fome good 
adventitious quality given him, the author's precept 
is, that it fhould not be done at firil in extremo gradu. 
For example ; they Ihould not make a covetous man 
give away, all at once, £ve thoufand pounds in a 
charitable, generous way ; twenty or thirty pounds 
may fufEce at firft. They fliould not introduce a 
perfon of remarkable ingratitude to his benefa- 
ctors, rewarding a poor man for fome good office 
that was done him thirty years ago ; but they may 
allow him to acknowledge a fervice to a perfon who 
is capable ilill to do him another. A man, whofe 
perfonal courage is fufpefled, is not at firft to drive 
whole fquadrons before him ; but he may be al- 
lowed the merit of fome fquabble, or throwing a 
bottle at his adverfary's head. 

It will not be allowed, to make a great man, that 
is a known defpifer of religion, fpend whole days in 
his clofet at his devotion ; but you may with fafety 
make him fit out publick prayers with decency. A 
great man, who has never been known willingly to 
pay a juft debt, ought not all of a fudden to be in- 
troduced making reftitutipn of thoufands he has cheat- 
ed ; let it fuffice at firft, to pay twenty pounds to a 
friend who has loft his note. 

He lays down the fame rules in the detraSory or 
defamatory kind ; that they ftiould not be quite oppo- 
iite to the qualities the perfons are fuppofed to have. 
Thus it will not be found according to the found 
rules of pfeudology^ to report of a pious and religious 
Prince, that he neglefls his devotion, and would in- 
troduce herefy ; but you may report of a merciful 
Prince, that he has pardoned a criminalwho did not 
deferve it. You will be unfuccefsful^ if you give out 
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of a^eat man, whp h remarkable for his frugality 
for the publick, that he fqaanders away the nation's 
money ; bat you may (kfely relate that he hoards it : 
yoa muft not affirm' be took a bribe; but you may 
freely ceniiire him for being tardy in his payments ; 
becaufe though neither may be true, yet the lad is 
credible, the lirft not. Of an open-hearted generous 
miniftcr you arc not tp'firyi that he was in an intrigue 
to betray his coantry; but you may affirm with fome 
probability, that he was in an iittrigue with a Lady^ 
He warns ^U pra&itioners to take good heed to theie 
precepts ; for want of whichj many of their lies of 
of late have prov'd abortive or ihort-lived. 

In the fixth chapter he treats of thfe iniratukui ; 
by which he underiknds any thing that Exceeds the 
common degrees of probability. In refpeft of th* 
people it is divided into:, two^ forts, thd ra foCrpw; 6# 
die TQ a-VAcofi^esi, t€rn^n^ iUiy ixA'iBtniMting or en* 
m^^ihg lies, both being extremely ufeful on their 
popcr 'Qccafions,. Concerning the ro-^Cf^^v, hd gives 
fcvcral rules ; one of which is,- that terrible objedti 
flioold not be too frefuentiy fhewn to the' people, left 
tbey grow familiar. He (ays, it is abfolutely necef- 
fary that the people of England ihduld be frighted witft 
the French King* and the Pretender once a yeai* : but 
that the bears ihxmld be chained up again till chat 
time twelvemonth.. The want of obferving ^is {6 
uece£ary ai precept, in brii^gilig one the ra^ ^eadk 
oni bloody bones upon 6V4i*y trifling ocscafiOn, has prot 
duccd great indiffereace tn the vulg;ar of late years* 
As to dio am fffating i^r encouraging lies^ he gives tfee 
following rules : that tlhey ihould not far exceed tlht 
towimon degrees bf probability ; that there fhou Id be 
^rietyiof them; ^ndthe fameiie-not'Ohftin«ite?y'in* 
f>ileiupon:i that, the ppomiiTor^ dFp*K>gnofti*tttiflg 
lies jflioiild not be w^onjhort days, . fWr ft i¥* the atrthorfe 
flfoaldi.hatfe the (hame at)d confufiMi tof^e thelnfel^^s 
fpeedily contradicted. He examines by tbe^<fc' tul^S, 
that welU meant, but unfoftonate lie of the confuejl 
^f Frana^ wUidl* Gonpiia\e4:near imMnty^ ^'^firsto^^cri 
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but at laft by being too obftinately infifted npoBy it 
was worn threadbare, and became onfucce^fal. 
f : As to the r9 TtparaStc, Or the proMgiom, he has little 
to advife, but that their comets^ whales, and dragons 
ihould htjixablei their ftorms, tempefb, and earth- 
quakes, without the reach of a Mty*t JQumey of a 
man and a horfe. 

The fetuenth chapter b wholly taken up in an in- 
<|uiry, whidh of the /<uw parties are the greateft artifis 
in Political l^ing. He owns that fomedmes the one 
party, and fometimes the other, is better believed^ 
but diat they have both very great cpeniufes amongft 
them. He attnbutes the Ul fucceis of either party 
to their :gltttting the market, and retailing too much 
of a bad •commodity at once : when there is too great 
a quantity of wocms, it ts hard to catch gudgeons. 
He propefes a icheme for the recovery of the credit 
of any partf^ whidi indeed feems to be fomewhat 
chimerical, and does not favour of that (bund judg- 
ment the author has fhewn in the reft of the work. 
It amounts to this, that the party (hould agree to vent 
nothing but truth kxt three months togeuer, which 
will gfive them credit for iix months lying afterwards. 
He owns, that he believes it almoft impoffible to 
find fit peribns to execute this fcheme. Towards the 
end of the chapter, he inveighs feverely againft the 
folly of pardes, in vetaining fcouqdrels and men of 
low geniufe6 to retail thdr lies ; fuch as moft of the 
prefent news-writers are, who, except a ftrong bent 
and inclination towards the profeflion, feem to be 
wholly ignorant in the rules ot pfaidoUgy^ -and not at 
all qualified for {o weighty a truft. 

In his next chapter be treats «f ibme extraordinary 
genittfes who have appeared of late years, efpedally 
m their difpefidon towards the smraculom. He advifes 
tbofe hopef«l young men to turn <heir invendott to the 
fei vice of their country, it bein|; inglorious, at this time, 
to employ their talent in prodigious fox- chafes, horfe- 
courfe?^ feats of a6dvity in driving of coaches, jamp- 
ing» nianing, fw^owin^ of peaches, pulling out 
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whole fets of teeth to dean, bfc. when their country 
^ods fo much in need of their affiflance. 

The eighfjb chapter is a projcdl for uniting the (eve- 
ral fmaller corporations of liars into one fociety. It 
is too tedious to give a full account of the whole 
icheme ; what is moil remarkable is, That this foci** 
ety ought to coniiil of the heads of each party : that 
no lie is to pafs current without their approbation, 
they being die beft judges of the preient exigencies^ 
and what fort of lies are demanded : that in fuch a 
corporadon there ought to be men of all profeflions. 
that the to rpt^op^ and the ro tixoyov, that is, tiecent^ 
^od frohaBility^ may be pbferved as much as poffible: 
that befides the perfons above-mentioned, this fo- 
ciety ought to connft of U^ hopeful geniufes about 
the town (ef which there are great plenty to be picked 
up in the feveral coffee-honfes) travellers, virtuofo^s, 
fox*hunters, jockeys, attorneys, old ieamen and foN 
diers out of the hofpitals ofGreemvUk and Chelfea: 
to this fociety fo confVituted ought to be committed 
the fole management of Lying :. that in their outer 
xoom there ought always to attend {om^ perfons en* 
daed with a great flock of credulity,, a generation 
(hat thrives mightily in this foil and climate: he 
thmks a fufficient number of them may be picked up 
any where about the Excbmgi : thefe are to circulate 
what the other coin; for no man fpreads a lie with 
(b good a grace as he that believes it ; that the rule 
of the fociety be to invent a lie, and fometimes two« 
ibr every day ; in the choice of which, ereat regard 
ought to be had to the weather and the ieafon of the 
year : your *^/>«, or terrifying lies^ do mighty well 
ia Nontemter and Decemhir, but not fo well in Mty 
and Junif onlefs the eafterly winds reign : that it 
ought to be penal, for any body to talk of any thing 
but the lie of the day : that the fociety is to maintain 
a fufficient number of fpies at court, and other places, 
to furniih hints and topicks for invention ; and a ge- 
neral corre^ndnece of all the market^towna for cir- 
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culating their lies : that if any one of the fociety were 
obferved to blufh, or look out of countenance, or 
want a necefTary circumltance in telling the lie, he 
ought to be expelled » and declared incapable : be- 
fides the roaring lies, there ought to be a private 
connmittee for whifpers, conftituted of the ableft men 
of the (bciecy. Here the author makes a digreffioa 
in praife of the Whtg-party^ for the right tmderftaiid- 
ing and ufe of fr^of-lUs, Afroof'Re is like a prwf" 
tharge for a piece of ordnance, to try a ftandard cre- 
dulity. Of fuch a nature he takes tranfubftantiatioii 
to be in the church of Rome, a proof -strti tie, which 
if any one fwallows, they are fure he will digeft eve* 
ry thing elfe : dierefore the Whi^party do wifely, to 
fry the credulity of the people fometimes \yf. fwingorty 
that they may be able to pdge to what height they 
may charge them afterwards. Towards the ead of this 
chapter, -he warns the heads of parties againfl belies 
ving their own lies, which has proved of pernicious 
confequence of late, both a wife party, and a wife 
nation having regulated their affairs upon lies of their 
own invention. The caufes of this he foppofbs to^be 
too great a zeal and intenfenefs in* the psa6tice of this 
mrty and a vehement heat in mutual coDverfatioiH 
whereby they perfuade one another, that what xktf 
wifli and report to be true, is really fo : that dll par* 
ties have been fubje^ to this misfortune : the Jac9^ 
bites have been conflandy infefted with it ) but the 
Whigs of late feem even to exceed them in this ill Eabit 
and weaknefs. To this chapter the author ^fubjoios a 
calendar of lies, proper for the feveral months- of the 
year. * 

The mntb chapter treats of the celitity and' dura* 
tioit of lies. As'to the celerity of their motioti, the 
author fays it is almoU incredible : he gives feveral 
inftances. of lies, that have gone fader than a man 
can^ ride pofl : your terrifying lies travel at a prodi* 
gious rate, above ten miles an hour : your whifper^ 
move in a narrow vortex, but very fw^y. The 
author fays it is impolEble to expl^n feveral phano- 
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mna in relation to the celerity of lies, without the 
iuppofition of Jynchnmifm and combination. As to the 
duration of lies, he fays they are of all forts, from 
hours and days to ages ; that there are fome, which 
Xdst infers, die and revive again in a different form \ 
that good artiUs, like people who build upon a fhort 
leafe, will calculate the duration of a lie furely to 
anfwer their purpofe ; to lad jud as long, . and no 
longer, than the turn is ferved. 

The tenth chapter treats of the chara£leriilick3 of 
lies; how to know when, where, and by whom in- 
vented ? Your D»/r^, Englijh^ and Frmr^ ware are 
amply diilinguiflied from one another ; . an Exchange* 
^e from one coined at the other end of the town : 
great judgment is to be ihewn as to the place where 
thefpecies are intended to circulate: very low and 
bafc coin will ferve for Waffing, There are feveral 
coffee-houfes that have their particular flamps, which 
a judicious praAitioner may eafily know. All your 
great men have their proper phantateufiicks. The 
author fays he has attained, by i^ndy and application, 
to fo great ikill in this matter, that, bring him any 
lie, he can tell whofe image it bears fo truly, as the 
^eat man himfelf ihall not have the face to deny it. 
The proniijffbry lies of great men are known by flioul- 
Bering, hugging, fqueezing, fmiling, bowing ; and 
their lies in matter of fa6tj^ by immoderate fwearing. 

He fpends the whole iU^entb chapter on one Am- 
ple queftion, ^whether a U$ is heft contradiQed by truths 
^ h another lie? The author lays that, confidering 
the large extent of the cylindrical yiirfMe of the /oulf 
and the great propeniity to believe lies in the gene- 
rality of mankind of late years, he thinks tlie pro- 
perell contradiction to a lie is another lie. ^ For ex* 
ample, if it fliould be reported that the Pretender 
^as at London, one would not contradi£i it by faying 
he never was in England; but you mull prove by 
eye-witnefles that he came no farther than Greenwich, 
*nd then went.back again. Thus, if it be fpread a- 
^^U that a great perfon were dying of fome difeafe, 
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yoo mail not fay the troth, that they are tn health; 
and never had fuch a difeafe, bat that they are Aow- 
ly recovering of it. So there was, not long ago, a 
Gentleman who afiirmed, that the treaty mxYiFrance, 
for bringing in popery and flavery into Engkmdy was 
iigned the 15 th ofSeptemhfr ; to which another an- 
fwered very judicioully, not by oppofing truth to his 
lie, that there was no fuch treaty ; hut that to his 
certain knowledge, there were many things ki that 
treaty not yet adjufted. 

The dccfUnt of the fecond 'vdume of this exceUent treatifi 
is refemftdfcr another time.

15 indeed in itery melancholy circum fiances, it ha-* 
ving^pleafed God to deprive him of hl^ Irenfed, Which 
may e?ftenuafe the crime in him. ^ But I ihonld ' be 
wanting i6 my doty, not only to myfelf,' bof alfO' xx^ 
my fellow- creatares, to whom my talents may prove 
of beneift, fhoald I fufFer my profe^on or honefty 
to be ondefervedly afperfed. I l>ave therefore refol* 
ved to give the publick an account of all thathas pad 
between th^t uhhappy Geiltleman and myfelf.

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between his teedi the word Cator, or Gtf^» or fome^ 
4ich thing. Now, Dodor, this Ckior is certainly a 
nuiuK. »nd my poor mafter is under an eWl tongue ^ 
for I have heard him (ay, Cat^ has bewitched the 
whole nation. It pitied my very heart, to think that 
t. man of my mafter^s nnderftanding and great fcho- 
lar-ihip9 (who as the child told me, had a book of 
hisowninpnnt)(hould'talkroootragioufly. Upon this^ 
I went and lakl out a groat for a horfe-fhoe, which 
i» at this time nailed on the threfliold of his door \ but 
J dont find my mafier is at all the better for it ; he 
perpetually ftarts and runs to the window when any 
one knocks, crying out, S'diotb! a mifenger frm tU 
trench King !

ing whim he is cupped on the head. The fymptoms 
of his madnefs feem to be defperate ; for A<vicen fays, 
that if learning be mixed with a brain that is not of a 
contexture fit to receive it, the brain ferments till it 
he totally exhaufted. We muft eradicate thefe undi- 
gefted ideas out of the pericranium^ and reduce the 
patient to a competent knowledge of himfelf.

•gravity of your countenance and habit, I would con- 
ceive you to be a graduate Phyfician ; but, by your in- 
decent and boifterous treatment of this man of learn* 
ing, I perceive you are a violent fort of per/im, I am 
vloth to fay quack, who, rather than his drugs fhould 
lie upon his own hands, would get rid of them, by 
-cramming them into the mouths of others : the Gen- 
tleman is of good condition, found intelle^als, and 
unerring judgment : I beg you will not oblige me 
to refcnt thefe proceedings.

by rage and madnefs, fnatchedup the peruke -block, 
that flood by the bed-iide, and wielded it round in fa 
furious a manner^ that he broke three of the cupping- 
gla£es from the crown of his head, fo that much. 

nlood trickled down his vifage he looked fo 

ghaftly and-his pailion was grown tofuch a prodigious 
height, that myfelf, Mr. Lintotty and VirdUr\ fcr- 
vant were obliged to leave the room with all the expe- 
dition imaginable. 

I took Mr. LintQtt home with me, in order to 
have our wounds dreft, and laid hold of that oppor- 
tunity of entering into difcourfe with him about the 
madnefs of this perfon, of whom he gave me the 
following remarkable reladon : 

That, on the 1 7th of A%, 1 7 1 2. between the hours . 
of to and 1 1 in the morning, Mr. John D — is enter'd 
into his fhop^ and opening one of the volumes of the

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gave Mr. Lintott a very ill opinion of the faid Shale- 
Jfear, 

That, about two months fince, he came again into 
the fhop, and caft feveral fufpicious looks on a Gen- 
tleman that flood by him, after which he deiired 
fome information concerning that perfon. He was 
no fooner acquainted that the Gentleman was a new 
author, and that his firft piece was to be pnbliihed in 
a few days, but he drew his fword upon him, and 
had not my fervant luckily catch^d him by the fleeve, 
I might have loft one author upon the fpot, and a- 
nother the next feffions. 

Upon rccollefting all thefe circumftances, Mr. 
Lintott was entirely oi^opinion, that he had been mad 
for fome time ; and I doubt not but this whole nar- 
rative muil fufiiciently convince the world of the ex- 
cefs of his frenzy. It now remains, that I give the 
reafons which obliged me in my own vindication to 
publifh this whole unfortunate tranfadlion. 

In the firft place Mr. John D — is had induflrioafly 
caufed to be reported that I entered into his room vi 
& armiSf either out of a deiign to deprive him of his 
life, or of a new play called Coriolanus^ which he has 
had ready for the ft age thefe four years. 

Secondly, He hath given out about Fleet^reet and 
the 7>w//ip, that I was an accomplice with his book- 
feller, who vifited him with intent to take away di- 
vers valuable manufcripts, without paying him copy- 
money. 

Thirdly, He hath told others^ that I am no gra- 
duate Phyfician, and that he had' feen me upon a 
mountebank ftage in Moor-Jieldsy when he had lodg- 
ings in the college there. 

Fourthly, Knowing that I had much' practice in 
the city, he reported at the Royal^Exehange^ Cufiom' 
houfiy and other places adjacent, that I was a foreign 
fpy, employed by the French King to convey him in- 
to France ; that 1 bound him hand and foot ; and 
that, if his friend had not burftfrom his confinement 
to his relief, he had been at this hour in the Bafiih. 
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AD which feveral aflcrtions of his are fo very extra- 
vagant as well as inconiiilentt that I appeal to all 
mankind, whether .this perfon be not out of his fenfes ? 
I ihall not decline giving and producing further 
proofs of this truth in open court, if he drives the 
matter fo far. In the mean time I heartily forgive 
him^ and pray that the Lord may reflore him to the 
full enjoyment of his onderftandiag : fa wiihetb> as 
becometh a Chriitian,

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A full and true ACCOUNT of a hor- 
rid and barbarous revenge by poifon, 
on the body of Mr. Edmund Curll, 
Bookfeller ; with a faithful copy of ]:iis 
laft will and teftamcnt. 

HISTORY fiirniflies us wieh examples of many 
fatyrical akthon who have fallen facrifices to 
revenge, but not of any hookfeliers that I know of, 
except the unfortunate ftibje6k of the following paper; 
I mean Mr. Edmund Cttrlly at the Bible and Dial in 
FUetftreet^ who was yellerday poifon*d byMV. Pa^, 
after having lived man); years an infbmce of the mild 
temper of uie Britijb nation. 

Every body knows, that the faid Mr. Edmund Curll^ 
on Monday the 26th inftant, publifhed a fa^rical 
piece, entitled Court-poems, in the preface whereof they 
were attributed to a lady of quality, Mr. Pope, or Mr. 
Gay; by which indifcreet method, though he .had e- 
taped one revenge^ there were ftill two behind la 
referve. 

Now, on the Wednefday enfoing, between the hoars 
of ten and eleven, Mr. Linton a neighbouring book- 
feller defired a conference with Mr. Curii about iet- 
tling a title-page, inviting him at the fariie dme to take 
a whet together. Mr. Pope, (who is not the only in- 
ilance how perfons of bright parts may be carrira a- 
way by the inftigatipn of the devil) found means to 
CQnvey himfelf into* the fame room, under pretence 
of bttfineis with Mr. IJntott, who, itfeems, is the print- 
er of his Homer, This Gentleman with a Teeming 
coolnefs reprimanded Mr. Otrll for wrongfully afcri- 
bing to him the aforefaid poems : he excofed himf^^If 
by declaring, that one of his authors, (Mr. Okbmxon 
by name) gave the copies to the prefs, and wrote the 
preface. Upon this, Mr. Pope (being to all appea- 
rance reconcird) very civilly drank a glafs of fackto 
Mr. Curll, which he as civilly pledged ; and tho* the 

liquor 
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liquor in colour and tafle difeved not from common 
facky yet was it plain by fhe pangs this unhappy fta^ 
tiooer ^It foon after, that fome poifonous drug had 
Jbeen fecretly infufed therein. 

About eleven a dock he went home, where his 
wife, obferving his colour chan^d, faid. Are you not 
fickf wfdearP He rq>ly*d, bloody fick\ and inconti- 
nently fell a vomiting and draining in an uncommon 
and unnatural manner, the contents of bis vomiting 
being as green as grafs. His wife had been juS 
reading a book of her hufband's printing, concerning 
'Jam Wenbam, the famous witch of Hertford, and her 
mind mifgave her, that he was herwitcb^di but he foon 
let her know t^at he fufpeded poifon, and recount* 
ed to her, between the intervals of his yawnings and 
reachings, every circumfiance of his interview with 
Mr. ?ofe, 

Mr. Lintott in the mean time coming in, was ex- 
tremely af&ighted at the fudden alteration he obfer- 
ved in him : Brother Curll,. fays he, I fear you have 
got the nfomiting difiemfer^ nuhich (Iha*ve heard) hills in 
half an hour, Tifls comes from your not following mt 
ad^ci, to drtTtk old bock in a morning, as I do, andaa* 
fitunfrom fack. Mr, Curll replied in a moving tone, 
^oar author* s fack, I fear, has done wjf hupne/s. Zr^^, 

fays Mr, Lintott, my author / Why did not you 

drink old hock ? NptwithHanding which rough remon- 
ftrance, he did in the mod friendly mamner prefs him 
to take warm water ; but Mr. Curll did with great 
obftinacy refufe it ; hi which made Mr. Lintott infer, 
that he chofcL to die, as thinking to recover greater 
damages. All tliis time the fymptoms increaled vio- 
lently, with acute pains in the lower belly. Brother 
Lintott, fays he, /perceive my lafi hour approaching ; 
do me the friendly office to call my partner, Mr. Pember- 
ton, thaf/we mc^ fettle our*worldly affairs, Mr. Lintott, 
like a kind neighbour, was'haAening out of the room, 
^Kile Mr. Curll rav'd aloud in this manner : If Ifw 
'^i'ue this, 1 ivill be revenged on Tonfbn 5 it <was he 
fi^fi detected me as the printer of tbefe poems ^^ and J nvill 

reprint 
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reprint tbifi n)try poems in bis name. 1^ wife admo* 
niflied him not to think of revenge» bat to take care 
of his ftodt and fool : and in the fame infbmt, Mr. 
lAntott (whofe goodnefs can never be enough applaud- 
ed ) returned with Mr. temherton. After fome tears 
jointly fhed by thefe human bookfellers, Mr. Citrll 
being (as he faid) in his perfed fenfes though in great 
bodily pain, immediately proceeded to make a ver- 
bal will (Mrs. Curtt having firH: put on his nigh^ 
cap) in t}ie following manner. 

GEntlemen, in the iirft place, I do fincerely 
pray forgivenefs for thole indireft methods I 
have purmed in inventing new tides to old books, 
putting authors names to things they never. faw, pu- 
olifhing private quarrels for publick entertainment; 
all which, I hope will be pardoned, as being done 
to get an honeft livelihood. 

I do alfb heartily beg pardon of all perfons of ho* 
nour. Lords fpiritual and temporal, Gentry, bor- 
gefles and commonalty, to whofe abufe I have any 
or every way contributed by my publications, par- 
ticularlv, I liope it will be confidered, that, if I have 
vilified his Grace the DtktofMarlhorougky I haveKke- 
wife afperfed the late Duke of Ormondi if I have 
abufed the honourable Mr. WaltoUf I have alfo 11* 
belled the Lord BoMngbrokei fo tnat I have preferred 
that equality and impartiality which becomes an j^- 
nejl man in times of fadtion and divifion. 

I call my confcience to witnefs, that many of thefe 
things which may feem malicious, were done oat oT 
eharity ; I having made it wholly my bufinefs ta 
print for poor di^onfolate authors, whom all other 
bookfellers rcfufe. Only God blcfs Sir Ricbari' 
Blackmore I you know he takes no copy^money. 

The fecond collcftion of poeims, which I grounrf- 
Icfly called Mr. Prior\ wUl fdl for nothing, and 
"hath not yet paid the charge of the advertiiements 
which 1 was oUiged to publifh again/i bim : therefore 
you may as well fupprels the Q&tion, and beg that 

Gentleman's 
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Gentleman's pardon in the name of a dying Chrifiian. 

Tlie French Cato, with the criticifm (howing how 
foperior. it is to Mr. JdJi/on's, (which I wickedly a- 
fcribed to Msidzm Dacier may be fuppreil^dac a rea- 
fonable rate, being damnably. tranflated. 

Iproteft I have no animoSty to Mr. Rewe, having 
printed part of Ca/Iipie^ia, and an'incorredk edition 
of his poems without his leave, in quarto. Mr. GiU 
dfttCi rehearfal or Bays the younger^ did more harm to 
me than to Mr. R<ywei though, upon the faith of an 
boneft man, I paid him double, for abuiing both 
bim and Mr. Pope. 

Heaven pardon me for publishing the I'riaii of So* 
domym an Elvtentir letter; but I humbly hope, roy 
printing Sir Rkhard Blaciimore''s Effa^s y/WX atone for 
them. I beg that yoa will take what remains of thefe 
laft> (which is near the whole impreifion, prefents

Mr. Curllnaw tumifigtoMr. Femberton, told hiffi» 
he had feveral taking title-^pages that only wanted 
treatiifes to be wrote to them ; and earnefily deiired 
that when they were writ, his heirs might have fome 
ihare of the profit of them. . 
. After he had faid this, he fell into horrible grip- 
ings, upon which Mr. Lintott advifed him to repeat 
the Lord's prayer.

than a month. It is to be hoped, the other enemies 
of this wretched ftationer will no ftirttesr purfue their 
revenge, or fhprten this fmall period of his miferaUe 
life. 


A further ACCOUNT of the moft deplo- 
rable condition of Mr. Edmund Curll, 
Bookfeller. 

THE publick is already acquainted with the 
manner of Mr. Cur/rs impoifonment, by a 
faithful, though unpolite hiftorian of Gr^^^^^z. I 
am but the continuer of his hiftory ; yet I hope a 
due diftin^ion'will be made between an undignified 
fcribbler of a fheet and half, and the author of a three- 
penny ftitched book, like myfelf.

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ver fince his fwallowing the poifon at the ^<imm ta- 
vern ill' FUi$flmt. For, though the neci of }^ re- 
tort, which carries ap the animal fpirits to the hesi4, 
18 of an extraordinary length ; yet the (aid animal 
fpirits rife muddy^ being contaminated with the in- 
flammable particles of this uncommon poifon. 

The fymptoms of his departure from hs ufual tem- 
per of mind, were at firft only ^^ioh'ni ci'vilfy t§ bis 
€^omert, fingnnga pg nuith a mw purcbafed libei, and 
rtfufing fuo9 mud mm fena for Sir Richard Black- 
moreV tffofi. 

As the poor man^s fbenzy increafedy he began to 
moid bis excrements in bis bed, read Rochefter'j baxufy 
foems to bis *wife, eave Oldmixon a flap on the cbops^ 
and would have kified Mr. Pemherton^% A — by tvio' 
lence. 

But, at lad, he came to fuch a pafs, that he would 
dine upon noting but copper-flaiis, took a clyfterfor a 
twbipt JyllaBub, and made Mr. Untott eat a fuppofi- 
tory for a radMfl> with bread and butter. 

We leave it to every tender wife to imagine, how 
forely all this afflided poor Mrs. Curll: at firft fhe 
privately put a Ml into Ceveral churches, defiling 
prayers of the congregation for a nurttcbed flationer 
diftempered in mixid. But, when (he was fadly con- 
vinced, that his misfortune was publick to all the 
world, (he writ the following letter to her good neigh* 
bour Mr, Lintett. 
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A true cofy of Mrs, CarllV Utter to Mr, Lintott. 
Worthy Mr. LintoCt.

Actuated by the fame, diabolical fpirit of gain, 
S^yi/aihe Roman cotrTu! ftot Mi Hades the fenator 
with a'piftol, andVobbed him of feveral hank-iHh 
and cbequeT'notei to an immenfe Value j for which 
he came to an untimely end, and was denied Cir^i- 
an burial. Hence comes die proverb, incidit in 
Sc^/afft, • . 

To come nekr to. our' own times, and rive yon 
one modern Inftance (though Well known, and often' 
quoted by hiftoriahs, 'viz Echard^ t>iftfiyjm^ ^ftli- 
cartiajaus^ fHrgily Horace^ and Others), 'dsJthat, I 

mean. 
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mean, of thf famous Godfrey of BuHoign'^ one of 
the great heroes of the holy war, who robbed Cleopa- 
tra Queen of Egypt , of a diamond necklace, ear- 
rings, and a Tvmphns gold watch (which was given 
her hy Mark Antony) all thefe things were fband ik 
Godfreys breeches pocket> when he was killed al the^ 
fiege of Damafcus. 

Who, theft, can wondfer, tft^ fo many great and 
illuilrioas examples, that Mr. Edmund Cur il, the ft»- 
tioner, ihould renounce the Chrifiism religion for the 
mammon of anrighteOufnefs, and barter his precious 
faith for the filthy profpeft of lacre in the prefent 
fluauation tX flocks.

The favour of the effluvia that KTued from him 
convinced the old Levite^ and all his aifiilants that 
he needed no prefent purgation ; wherefore, without 
farther anointing him, he proceeded in his office;

GOD'i revenge againft punning \ Jhewing 
the miferabte fates of perfons addicted to 
this crying Jiny in court and town. 

MAnifoId tave been the judgments which hea- 
ven, from time to time, for the challHement 
of a finful people, has inflidled on whole nations. 
For, when the degeneracy becomes common, 'tis but 
jail the punifhment fliould be general. Of this kind, 
ia our own infortunate country, w:as that delbruftivc 
peftilence, whofe mortality was fo fatal as to fweep 
away, if Sir ^/7//^jz«P^//yhfay be believed, five mil- 
lions of Chriftian fouls, befides women and Jews. 

Such alfo was that dreaaful conflagration enfuin?,' 
in this famous metropolis of London, which confumed, ' 
according to the computation of Sir Samuel Morland^ 
100,000 hou(es, not to mention churches and ftables. 

Scarce had this unhappy nation recovered thefe 
fiineft difafters, when the abomination of play-houfes 
rofe up in this land : from hence hath an inundation 
of obfcenity flowed from the court, and overfprcad 
the kingdom ; even infants disfigured the walls of 
^oly temples with exorbitant reprefentations of the 
nvembers of generation ; nay, no fooner had they 
learned to fpell, but they had wicked nets enough to 
write the names thereof in large capitals ; an enor- 
nii;y obferved by travellers to be found in no coun- 
try but £iig/«»^. 

But when whoring and popery were driven hence 
^y the happy Bjmolution ; ftill the nation fo greatly 
offended, that Socinianifm, Arianifmy and WlAftonifm 
triumphed in our ilreets, and were in a manner be- 
come uiiiverfal. 

And yet ftill, after all thefe vifitations, it has plea- 
fed heaven to vifit us with a contagion more epide- 
mical, and of confequence mbre fatal : this was fore- 
told to us, firft by that unparallel'd eclipfe in 1714: 
•fecondly, by the dreadful corrufcations in the ait 
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this prefent year ; and thirdly, by the nine comets 
feen at once over Soho'Square^ by Mrs Katharine Wad* 
dingioTiy and others ; a contagion that firil crept in a« 
mongft the £rfl qaality, defcended to their footmen, 
and infufed itfelf into their ladies ; I mean the woe- 
ful praaicc of PUNNING. This does occafion the 
corruption of our language, and therein of the word 
of God tranflated into our language ; whidi certain- 
ly every foberChriftian muft tremble at. 

Now fuch is the enormity of this abominadoo, 
th^t our very nobles not only commit funning over 
tea, and in taverns, but even on ih& Lord* s day ^ and 
in the King^s chapel : therefore, to deter men from 
this evil pradice, I fliall give fome true and dreadful 
examples of God's revenge SigzvDSi punfters. 

The Right Honourable , but it is not fafc to 

infert the name of an eminent nobleman in this pa- 
per i yet I will venture to fay that fuch a one has 
Qt^nfeen ; (which is all we can fay, confidering the 
largenefs of bis fleeves.] This young nobleman was 
not only a flagitious punfler himfelf, but was acceflary 
to the punning of others, by confent, .by provocation, 
by connivance, and by defence of the evil commit- 
ted.; for which the Lord mercifully fpar'd his neck, 
but, as a mark of reprobation, t^ry^d his no/e. 

Another nobleman of great hopes, no lefs guilty 
of the fame crime, was made the punifher of himfelf 
with his own hand, in the loi^ of 500 pounds at box 
and dice ; whereby this unfortunate young Gende- 
man incurred the beavy difpleafure of his aged 
grandmother. 

. A third of no lefs illuftrious extraftion, for the fame 
vice, was permitted to fall into the arms of a DaUUdj^ 
who may, one day, cut off his curious hair, and deli- 
•Yer him up to the Fhiltftims^ 

Colonel T , an ancient Gentleman of grave 

deportment, gave into this fin fo early in his youth, 
that, whenever his tongue endeavours to fpeak com- 
mon kxJk^ he hefitates £> as not to be und^flood. 
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Thomas Pickle Gentleman, for the fame crime, ba- 
nifh^d to Minorca, 

Muley Hamet^ from a healthy and hopeful officer 
in the army, tamed a miferable invalid at Tillfury'fort, 

Eufiace Efq; for the murder of much of the 

King^s EngHjh in Ireland^ is quite deprived of his rea- 
fon, and now remains a lively inftance of emptinefs 
and vivacity. 

Poor Daniel Button^ for the fame oience, deprived 
of his wits. 

One Samuel an Irijhnum^ for his forward attempt to 
fun^ was Hunted in his flature, and hath been vifited 
all his life after with bulls and blunders. 

George Simmons^ (hoe-maker at Tumftile in Jtolbom^ 
was {o given to diis cuflom, and did it with fo much 
fuccefs, that his neighbours gave out he was a wit : 
which report coming among his creditors, no body 
would truft him ; fo that he is now a bankrupt, and 
his family in a miferable condition. 

Divers eminent clergymen of the univeriity of 
Cambridge^ for having propagated this vice, became 
great drunkards and tories. 

From nubicb calamities the Lordy in his mtrcj^ difend 
Msail,&c, 8cc. 
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To the Right Honourable, the Mayor 
and Aldermen of the City of Lon- 
don : the humble petition of the Col- 
liers ^ Cooks J Cook- maids ^ Blackfmtbs 
Jack-makers^ Brajiers^ and others, 

SHEW ETH, . 

THat whereas certain 'vtrtuofi difafFecled to. the 
government, and to the trade and profperit/ 
of this Kingdom, taking upon them the name and 
title of the Catoptrical Victuallers, have 
prefumed, by gathering, breaking, folding, and 
bundling up the Sun-beams, by the help of certain 
glafes^ to make, produce, and kindle up feveral new 
Focus\ or fires withinthefe his Maje(ly'*s doniinions, 
and thereby to boil, bake, flew, fry, and drefs all 
forts of vidluals and provifions, to brew, diftil fpirits, 
fmelt oars, and in general, to perform all the of- 
fices of culinary fires ; and are endeavouring to pro- 
cure to themfelves the monopoly of this their faid 
invention. We beg leave humbly to reprefent to 
your honours : 

That fuch grant or patent will uttterly ruin and re- 
duce to beggary your petitioners, their wives, cRil- 
dren, fervants, and trades on them depending ; there 
being nothing left to them, after the faid invention, 
but warming of cellars and dreffing of fuppers in the 
Winter-time. That the aboliftiing fo confiderable a 
branch of the coafling trade as that of the colliers, ' 
will deftroy the navigation of this kingdom. That 
whereas the faid catoptrical viSiuallers talk of ma- 
king ufe of the Moon by night, as of the Sun by day, 
they will utterly ruin the numerous body of TaHonu- 
chandlers i and impair a very confiderable branch of 
the revenue which arifes from the tax upon tallow 
and candles. 
That the faid catoptrical 'vi^uallers do profane the 

emanations 
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cmanadons of that glorious laminary die Sun^ which 
is appointed to rule the day, and not to roaft mutton. 
And we humbly conceive, it wiM be iband contrary 
to the known laws of this kingdom, to confine^ fore^ 
flall» and monopolize the beams of the San. And 
whereas the (Aia'catoptrical vi^uallers have anderta- 
ken, by burning glaifes, made of ice to roaft an ox 
upon the Thames next Winter : we conceive all fucb 
practices to be an encroachment upon the rights and 
privileges of the compaty 9/ Watermen, 

That the diveriity of exppiition of the feveral kit- 
chens in this great city, whereby fome receive the 
rays of the San fooner, and others later, will occa- 
£ on great irregularity as to the time of dining of the 
feveral inhabitants, and confequently great uncer- 
tabty and confufion in the difpatch of bafinefs : and 
to thofe who, by reafon of their Northern expoiition^ 
will be flill forced to be at the expences of culinary 
fires, it will reduce the price of their manufacture to 
fuch inequality as is inconfiHent with common juftice : 
and the iiame inconveniency will afFed Landlords uk ^ 
the njalut of their rents. 

That the ufe of the faid glafles will oblige eooks 
and cook-maids to ftady opticks and agronomy, in 
order to know the due diilances of the iaSA focus's or 
fires, and to adjuft the pofition of their gla&s to the 
ieveral altitudes of the Sun, varying according to the 
hours of the day, and the feafpnsoftheyear; which 
ftudies, at thefe years, will be highly troublefome 
to the. faid cooks and. cook-maids, not to fay any 
thing of the utter incapacity of ibme of them to go^ 
through with fuch di^cult arts ; or, (which is ilill 
a greater inconvesiency) it will throw the whole art 
of cookery into the hanck of aflronomers and glafs- 
grinders, perfons utterly unfkilled in other parts of 
that prof(^ioA, to the great detriment of the health 
of his Majeliy's good fubjedts. 

That it is known by experience, that meat roafied 
with Sun -beams is extremely unwholefome ; witnefs 
feveral that have died fdddenly after eating the pro- 

T 3 vifions 
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viiions of the faid catoptrical 'viHuallers ; forafmnch 
as the San-beams taken inwardly, render the ha<- 
nours too hot and ad aft, occaiion great fWeatings, 
and dry up the redtaal moiilare. 

That San-beams taken imvardiy, fhed a malignant 
influence upon the brain^ by their natural tendency 
towards the Moon? and produce madnefs and di- 
ftradion at the time of the Full Moon. That the con- 
ftant ufe of fo great qaantities of this innvard lights 
will occafion the growth of quakerifmy to the danger 
of the church ; and poetiy, to ^e danger of the 
Jiate. 

That the influences of the conftellations, through 
which the Sun pafles, will, with his beams, be con- 
veyed into the hloody and when the Sun is amongft 
the horned flgtis, may produce fucfa a ^irit of v/r- 
chaftityy as is dangerous to the honour ot yoorWor- 
ihips families. 

That mankind living much upon die feeds and 
other parts of plants, thefe being impregnated with 
the Sun-beams, may ^vegetate and grow in the- bow- 
els, a thing of more dangerous confequence to human 
bodies rhan breeding of worms ; and this will fall 
heavicft upon the poor who live upon roots; and 
the weak and flckly, who live upon- barley and 
rice-gruel, tfr. for which we are ready to produce 
to your honours the opinions of eminent Phyflcians, 
that the tafte and property of the viftuals is much 
altered to the worfe by the faid filar cookery^ the 
fricaflies being deprived of the ^<»»/ j'«>«/ they acquire 
by being drefled over charcoal. 

Lafily^ Should it happen by an eclipfe of an extra- 
jordinary length, that this city fliould be deprivrf 
of the Sun- beams for feveral months; how will his 
Majefty's fubjefts fubfift in the interim* when com" 
mon cookery, with the arts depending upon it, '^ 
totally loft ? 

In confideration of thefe, and many other incon- 
veniencies, your petitioners humbly pray, that 
your honours would either totally prohibit the 

confioiiig 
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confining and manufafturine the Sun^hioms for 

any of the ufefol purpoTes of life, or in the enfu- 

ing parliament procure a tax to Be laid upon 

them, ' which may anfwer both the duty and 

price of coahy and which we humby conceive 

cannot be lefs than thirty (hillings per yard 

fquare, referring the fole right andprivtlege of 

the catoptric al cookery to the Royal Society^ and to 

the commanders and crew of the bomb-veflels, 

under the diredion of Mr. Wbifion^ for finding 

out the longitude, who» by reafon of the remote- 

nefs of their nations, may* be reduced to fireightt 

for want offering. 

And we likewife beg that your honours, as 

to the foremen tioned points, would hear 

the reverenid Mr. flatnfied^ who is the le« 

gal officer appointed by the government 

to look after the Heafvenly lumnaries^ whom 

we have conftitttted^our trufly and learned 
Solicitor. 
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REASONS humbly offered by the 
company exercifing the trade and 
myftery of Uphold brs^ againft part 
of the Bill, for the better viewing^ 
fearcbing and examining drugs^ me£cinesy 
&€• 1724. 


BEing called upon by (everal retailers and dif- 
penfers o^ drugs ^Lud medidnes about town, to 
ufe our endeavours againft the bill now^ depending, 
for tvie^ingy &c. In regard of our common inte- 
reft, and in gratitude to the faid retailers and dif* 
penfers of medicines, (which we have always found 
to be very efFe^uat) we prefume to lay the follow* 
ing reafons before the pubTick, againft the faid bill. 

That the company of upholders 'are far from being 
averfe to the ginjing of drugs and medicines in general, 
provided they may be of iuch qualities as we require, 
and adminiftred by fuch perfons in whom our compa- 
ny juftly r^ofe the greateft confidence. And pro- 
vided they tend to the encouragement of trade, and 
the confumption of the *wooien manufoQure of this 
kingdom. 

We beg leave to obferve, that there hath been m 
eompiaint from any of the Nobility, Gentry and citi* 
xens *whom vje have attended. Our pradtice, which 
confifts chiefly in outward applications, having been 
always fo effedlual, that none of our patients have 
been obliged to undergo a fecond operation, except- 
ing one Gentlewoman ; who, after her firft burial, 
having burdened her hufband with a new brood of 
pofthumous children, her fecond funeral was by us 
performed without any further charges to the faid 
hufband of the deceased. And we humbly hope, 
that one iingleinftance ^ this kind(a misfortune owing 

merely 
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merely to the avarice of a fexton in cutting oflTa ring) 
will not be imputed to any want of fidll, or care, in 
our company. 

We humbly conceive, that the po*wer hy this hill 
lodged in the cenfors of the college ofFbyficians^ to re-

lutely depriving them of their faid right, might keep 
them out of pojfijjion by unreafonabfe delays:, to the 
great detriment of our company and their numerous 
families. 

We hope it will be confidered, that there are mul- 
titudes of neceffitous heirs and penurious parents, per- 
fons in pinching circum (lances, with numerous fami- 
lies of children, wives that have lived long, many 
robuft aged women with great jointures, elder bro- 
thers with bad underilandmgs, fmgle heirs of great 
eftates, whereby the collateral line are for ever ex- 
cludedy reverfionary patents, and reverfionary promi^ 
fes of preferments, lea(es upon fingle lives, and play- 
debts upon joint lives, and that the perfons fo ag- 
grieved have no hope of being fpeedily relieved any 
other way, than by the difpenfing of drugs and me* 
dicines in the manner they ww are ; burying alive be- 
ing judged repugnant to the known laws of this 
kingdom. 

That there are many of the deceafed, who by 
certain mechanical motions and powers are carried 
about town, who would have been put into our 
hands long before this time by any other well- 
ordered government ; by want of a due police in 
this particular, our company have been great fuf- 
ferers. 

That frequent funerah contribute to prefcrve the 

Senealogies 
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genealogies of families, iwd the hononrs conferred by 
Sie crown, (which are no where ib well illuftrated 
as on this (blemn occafion ) ; to maintain neceffitous 
tUrgy^ to enable the clerks to appear in decent habits 
to officiate on SwiiUtys^ to feed the gi^at retinue of 
fober and melancholy men who appear at the faid fune- 
rals and who mufl ilarve without conflant and regular 
cmp]oymeDt. Moreover we deiire it may be re- 
membred, that by the paffing of this bill, the Nobi- 
lity and Gentry will have their old coaches lie upon 
their hands, which are now employed by oar com- 
pany. 

And we farther hope that frequent funerals wiQ 
not be difcoaraged (as is by this bill propofed], it be- 
ing the cmly method left of carrying fome people to 
thurch. 

We are afraid that by the hardfhips of this bill, 
oar company will be reduced to leave their bufinefs 
here, and pra^tfe at York and Briflol, *where tbefrtt 
ufe of bad medicittes fwill befiillalloived. 

It is therefore hoped ^ that no/pecious pretence njobatfie^ 
nfer wllbe thought fyfficient to introduce an arbitrary and 
vnltnuted pvwer for people to live (\n defiance of ^Z^' 
as long as they can by the courfe of nature, to the 
prejudice of our company, and the decay of trade. 

That as our company are like to fuffer in fome 
meafure by the power given to phyficians to diflefi 
the bodie§ of malefadors, we humbly hope that the 
jnanufadure 6f cafes for flteletons will be referved 
folely to the coifin^iakers. 

We likewife humbly preAime, that the interefb of 
the feveral trades and profeffions which depend upon 
ours, may be regarded ; fuch as that of the makers 
of hearfes, coach esj coffins, epitaphs, and bell-ropes, 
fione-cutters, featner^^men, and bell-ringers ; and e- 
fpecially the manufa^urers of crapes ; and the ma- 
kers ^»»i^, who ufe great quantities of old coffins, and 
who conlidered in the confumption of their drugs, 
employ by far the greateft number of hands of anjr 
manufadure of the kingdonu 
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Annus mirabilis: Or the wonderful 
efFedts of the approaching conjun- 
<aion of the Planets Jupitery Mars, 
and Saturn.

Anaximander modefUy defcribes this metamorphofis 
In mathematical terms: ^hen (fays \i€)Jhallthe negati<ve 
quantity ofthe*women he turned into pofiti've^ their — — 
into +;•(>- c-) ^^^^ minus into plus. 

Plato not only fpeaks of this great change, but de- 
fcribes all thepreparations towards it. " Long before

Plato. . . 

That the miniitry forcfaw this great change, is 
pldn from the CalHcoaSi whereby it is now 'be- 
come the occupation of the women all over England, 
to convert their nfelefe femf^e habits into beds, win- 
dow-curtains, chairs, and joint-ftools-; - utulreffing 
th6mfelves (as it were") before their tremsformation.

AMong all the inquiries which have been por- 
(ued by the curious and inquisitive, there is 
-none more worthy the fearch of a learned head, than 
the fonrce from whence we derive thofe arts and 
fciences which raife us fo far above the vulgar, the 
countries in which they rofe, and the channels by 
which they have been conveyed. As they who firft 
brought them amongft us travelled into the remotefl 
parts of the earth to attain them, I may boall of 
ibme advantages by the fame means ;: fince 1 write 
this from the defarts of Ethiopia, from thofe plains 
of fand which have buried the pride of invading ar- 
mies, with my foot perhaps at this inftant ten fa* 
thorn over the grave of Camhyfes, a folitude to 
which neither Pythagoras nor Apollonius ever pene- 
trated. 

It is univerfally agreed, that arts and fcientes took 
their rife among the Egyptians and Indians $ but from 
whom they firft received them, is yet a'fecret. The 
higheil period of time to which the learned attempt 
to trace them, is from the beginning of the AJfyno^ 
monarchy^ when their inventors were worfhipped as 
Gods. It is therefore neceflary to go backward into 
times even more remote, and to gain fome know- 
ledge of their hiftory, from whatever dark and bro> 
ken hints may any way be foond in antient authors 
concerning them. 

Nor l^roy nor Thth$s were the firft of empires ; we 
have mention, tho' not hiftories, of an earlier war- 
like people called the Pygmtans. I cannot but pe^ 

fiiadc

fuade tnyiclf, from thofc accounts of * Homers A» 
riftotU and others, that their hiftory, wars and revolu- 
tions were then a part of the ftudy of the learned, 
from the very air in which thofc authors fpcak of 
them as of things univerfally known. And tho' all 
we diredly hear is of their military atchievemcnts, 
in the brave defence of their country from the an- 
nual invafions of a powerful enemy, yet I cannot 
doubt but that they excelled as much in the arts of 
peaceful eovernmenC, tho' there remain no traces of 
their civu inilitutions. Empires as great have been. 
fwallowed up in the wreck of rime, and fuch fud> 
den periods have been put to them, as occaiion a 
total ignorance of their ftory. And if I fhould con- 
jedure that the like happened to this nation, from 
a general extirpation of the people by thofe flock»> 
of monilrous birds, wherewith antiquity agrees they 
were continually infefled \ it ought not to feem more 
incredible, than that one of the Baleares was wailed 
by rabbits, f Smynthi by mice, and of late \ Betr 
wmdas almoil depopulated by rate. Nothing is more 
natural to imagine, than that the few furvivors of 
that empire retired into the depths of their defarts^ 
where they lived undiilurbed, till they were found 
out by Oj^ris in his travels to inftruft mankihd^ 

He met, fays § Diodorusy in Ethiopia, a fort of 
UttU fatjrs, who were hitiry one hoi/ of their hody^ 
and whofe leader Pan accompanied him in his ex* 
pedition for the civilizing of mankind. Now of 
this great perfonage Pan^ we have a ytxy particular 
defcripdon in the antient writers, who unanimoully 
agree to reprefent him, Jhag^y bearded, hairy all overy 
half a man and half a heaft and walking ert&^ with a 
fi^ffi (the poUure in which his race are to this Atcy 
ihown among us). And fmce the chief thing to 
which he applied himfelf, was the civilizing of rnan^ 
kind, it fhould {eem^ that the firfl pHnciples of fci- 
ence mufl be received from this people, to whom 

the 
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the Gods were by * Homer faid to refbrt twoel've dayr 
$^ery year, for the converfation of its wife and jult' 
iohabitanta. 

If, from Egypt, we proceed to take a view of Indiar 
we fhall find that their knowledge alio derived itfelf 
Irom the Came fource. To thatcountry did thefe no- 
ble creatures accorapanx Bacchus in his expedition, 
vnder the condud of Silenus, who is alfo defcribed 
to as with the very fame marks and qualifications. 
Mankind is ignorant, faith f Diodorus, whence Si- 
knus derived his birth, through his great antiquity ;. 
but he had a tail on his loins, as I ike wife had all his 
frogetty, in Jign of their defcent. Here then they fet- 
tled a colony, which to this day fubfilh with the 
^me taik. From thi's time they feem to have com- 
Biunicated themfelves only to thofe men who retired 
from the converfe of their own fpecies, to a more 
uninterrupted life of contemplation. I am much 
ioclined to believe; that, in the midll of thofb folitudes, 
they inftituted the fb much celebrated order of Gyntno' 
fiphifis. For whoever obferves the fcene and manner 
of their life, will ea/ily find them to have imitated 
with all exadnefs imaginable, the manners and cu- 
ftom^ of their mailers and infb-uftors. They are 
faid to d<well in the thickeft ^woods, to go naked, to fuf- 
fcr their bodies to be o^er^run njoith hair, and theic 
nails to grow to a pro£gieus length. § P lit torch fays, 
they eat what they couM get in the fields, their drinit 
was nxjateri and their hed made of leases or mofs» 
And II Herodotus tell? us, that they edeemed it a great 
exploit to i/7/<z;^r)^ many ants or creeping things, 

Hen«e we fee, that the two nations which contend 
Ibr the origin of learning, are the fame that have 
ever moil abounded with this ingenious race. Tho''- 
they have contefted which was firil bleft with the rife 
•f fciencej. yet have they confpired in beine gratefiil 
to their common maifcrs. Egypt is well Known td 
have worihipped them of old in theif 0av» tmages'i 

and 
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and lui^/a may be credibly fuppofed to have d«ne the 
fame, from that adoration which they paid in latter 
times to the tooii? of one of thefe hairy philofophers, 
as it ihoold feem in juft gratitude to the mouth from 
which they received their knowledge. 

Pais we now over into Greece, where we find Or- 
pheus returning out of Egypt, with the fame intent 
as 0£fris and Bacchus made their expeditions . From 
this period it was, that Greece firH heard the name of 
Satyr j^ or owned them for Semidei. And hence it 
is furely reafonable to conclude, that he brought 
fome of this wonderful fpecies along with him, who 
alfo had a leader of the line of fan^ of the famq 
name, and exprefsly called King by * Theocritus^ 
if thus much be allowed^ we eaiUy account for two 
of the ftrangeH reports in all antiquity. One, that 
the tradition o( ieafis followinc; the mufick of Orphe* 
«i (which has been interpreted of his taming favage 
tempers) will thus have a literal application. The 
other, which we moil inilil upon, is, that the love 
which thefe fagcs bear to the females of our kind, 
a^ords a (blution of all thofe fables of the Gocfs com'" 
t^fffing 'wosnen in woods under i^efiial apfearames. t 
am fenBble it may be obje&ed, that they are faid 
to have been compreiled in the ihape of different 
>^nimals ; but to this we anfwer, that women, under 
fuch appreheniions hardly knew what ihape they 
have to deal with. 

From what has been lail faid, *tis highly cs:edi« 
ble, that to this antient and generous race t;he world 
is indebted, if not for tlie heroes, at leaft for the 
acuteft It;/// of antiquity. One of the moil remark* 
able in{lanccs, is that great mimick genius f ^/»p9 
for whofe extraction from thefe Jylmefires homines we 
^ay gather an argument from Flanudes, who fays, 
that j^fop fignifies the fame thing as jEthiop, the 
original nation of our people. For a fecond argu* 
nient we may offer the defcription of his perion^ 
which was Jhort, deformed, and almoft fa^va^e, in- 

fomuch 
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fomucA that he might have lived in the woods, had 
not the benevolence of his temper made him rather 
adapt himfelf to our manners, and come to coart in 
wealing apparel. The third proof is his acute and 
fatyrical wit ; and, laftly, his great knowledge in the 
nature of heafls, together with the natural plea£bre he 
took to fpeak of them upon all occafions. 

The next inftance I fliall produce is * Socrates: 
Firft, it was a tradition that he was of an nncommoir 
birth from the rell ' of men j fecondly, he had a 
countenance confeffing the line he fprung from, be- 
ing bald^ fiat'iiofedy with pTominent eyes, and a jfe^it' 
mjord lock : thirdly, he tttrncd ccttain'fuWes of ^- 
^ into^ verfe, probably out of hb refped to beafts m 
genei'al, dnd love to his family in particular. 

In procefs of time, the women, with whom thcfe 
fylvans would have lovingly cohabited, were either 
taught by mankind, or induced by an abhorrence of 
dieir fhapes, to fhun their embraces : fo that our fa- 
gcs were neceffitatcd to mix with beafts ; this, by dc- 

frees, occaHoned the hair of their pofterity to grow 
igher than their middfes ! it arofci in one getiera- 
tion, to their arms, in the fecond, it invaded their 
necks ; in the third, .it gained the afcendant ortheir 
heads, till the degenerate appearance, in which the 
fpecies is now i mmerfed, became completed : tho' 
we mufthere obferve,. that there, were a few who fell 
not under the common calamity, . there bejng ibme 
unprejudiced women in every age, by virtue of 
whonfi a total extin6lion of theorigmal race was pre* 
vented*: and it is remarkable alfo, that, ^ven where 
they were mixed, the defe^on from their nature 
was not entire; there ftill appeared marvellous qualides 
among them, as was manifefl in thofe who followed 
Alexander in India, How did they attend his army 
and itirvey his order*! How did they caft themfelvcs 
into the fame forms for march or for combat » What 
an imitation w^s there of all his difcipline ! the an- 
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tient ^e remains of a warlike difpoiltion, and of 
that conftitution which they enjoyed while they were 
a monarchy. 

Tq proceed to I/a/y : at the firft appearance of 
thefe wild philofophers, there were fome of the leaft 
jnixed^ who. voochfafed to converfe with mankind ; 
which is evident from the name of * Fauns ^ SL/amio, 
or /peaking. Such was he, who, coming out of the 
woods, in hatred to tyranny, encouraged the Roman 
sarmy to proceed againft the Hetrufcans who would 
have redored larqtdn. But hel'e, as in all the wefl- 
em parts of the world, there was a great and me- 
morable tera in which they began to hcjilent. This 
we may place fomething near the time of ArtJiotU^ 
when the number, vanity and folly of human philo- 
fophers increafed, by which mens heads became too 
jnach puzzled to receive the wifdom of thefe antient 
fylvans ; the queflions of that academy were too nu- 
merous to be confident with their eafe to anfwer ; and 
too intricate, extravagant, idle or pernicious, to be any 
other than a deriilon and fcorn unto them. From this 
period, if ever we hear of their giving anfwers, *it is 
only when caughty hounds and confirained^ in like 
manner as was that antient Grecian prophet, Proteus. 
Accordingly we read in f Sylla\ time, of fuch a 
philofopher taken near Dyrrachium, who would not 
be periiiaded to give them a ledure by all they copld 
iay to him, and only (hewed his power m founds by 
neighing like a horfe. 

But a more ^ccefsful attempt was made in j^ugU' 
ftus'^ reign by the inquifitive genius of the great Fir- 
gily whom, together with Farus^ the commentators 
luppofe to have been the true perfons, who are rela- 
ted, in the 6th bucolick, to have caught a philofo- 
pher, and doubtlefs a genuine one, of the race of 
the old Silenus, To prevail on him to be communi- 
cative (of the importance of which, Firgil was well 
aware) they not only tied him fall, but allured him 

likewife 
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lilcewife by making him a prefent of a comely mai- 
«ien called JBgle^ which made him fing both mer- 
rily and inftruSively. In this fong, we have their do- 
i^rine of the creation^ the fame, in all probability, as 
was taught fo many ages before in the great Pygmean 
empire, and feveral hieroglyphical fables under 
%vhich they couched or embellifhed their morals. For 
which reafon, I look upon this bucolick as an in- 
Cftimable treafure of the moft antient fcience. 
' In the reign of Confiantine^ we hear of another, ta- 
ken ' in a net, and brought to Alexandria^ round 
whom the people flocked to hear his wifdom ; but, 
^s Ammianus Marcellinus reporteth, he proved a 
dumb philofopher, and only inftruiled by aSiion, 

The laft we fhall fpeak of, who feemeth to be of 
the true race, is faid by St. Jerome to have met * St. 
Antony in a defart, who inquiring the way of him, he 
fliewed his nnderftanding, and courtefy by pointing, 
but would Qot anfwer^ for he was a dumb philolo- 
pher alfo. 

Thefe are all the notices which I am at prefent 
able to gather of the appearance of fo great and learn- 
ed a people vayourjide of the world. But, if we re- 
turn to their antient native feats, Africa and India^ 
we fhall there find, even in modern times, the traces 
of their original conduft and valour. 

In Africa (as we read among the indefatigable Mr. 
Turchas^s coUeftions) a body of them whofe leader 
was inflamed with love for a woman, by martial 
powers and ftratagem won a fort from the Portw 

But I muft leave all others at prefent to celebrate 
the praife of two of their unparallelled monarchs in 
India, The one was Ferimal the magnificent^ a Prince 
mofl learned and communicative, to whom in Mala-^ 
tfor their excefs of zeal dedicated a temple, raifed 
on feven hundred pillars, not inferior in f Maffaus^ 
opinion to thofe of Agrifpa in the Panthion, The 

other 
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ether Hanimant the Martvellous his relation an J faccef- 
for, whofe knowledge was fo great, as made his fol- 
lowers doubt if even that wife fpecies could arrive at 
fach perfeftion ; and therefore they rather imagined 
him and his race a fort of gods formed into apes. He 
was the tooth which the Portuguefe took in Bifnagar 
1 5 59, for which the Indians offered, according to ^Linf- 
chottenj the iramenfe fum of feven hundred thoafand 
ducats. Nor let me quit this head without mention* 
ing, with all due refpedl. Or an Outang the Great, the 
laft of this line ; whofe unhappy chance it was to 
fall into the hands ^{Europeans, Or an Outang^ whole 
value was not known to us, for he was a mute phi*- 
lofopher : Oran Outang^ by whofe di/Teftion the learn- 
ed Dr. Tyfon has added a confirmation to this fydem 
from the refemblance between the hoftto Jylnjeftris and 
our human body in thofe organs by which the rational 
foul is exerted. 

We mud now defcend to coniider this people, as 
funk into the bruta natura, by their Continual com- 
merce with beafts. Yet, even at this time, what ex- 
periments do they not afford us of relieving fomc from 
the fpleen, and others from impofthumes, by occaii- 
oning laughter at proper feafons ? with what readx- 
nefs do they enter into the imitation of whatever is re- 
markable in human life ? and what furprifing relati* 
ons have Le Comte and others given of their appetites, 
a£lions, conceptions, ai^edlions, varieties of imagi- 
nations, and abilities capable of purftiing them ? 11, 
under their prefent low circumftances of hirth and 
breeding, and in fo ihort a term of life as is now al- 
lotted them, they fo far exceed all beads, and equal 
many men ; what prodigies may we not conceive of 
thofe, who were ttati meaoribus annis, thole primitive 
iong^val and antediluvian man-tegers, who firft taught 
fciences to the world ? 

This account, whidi is entirely my own, I am 
proud to imagine, has traced knowledge from afbnn- 

X tain 
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tain correfpondent to feveral opinions of the antients, 
tho' hitherto undifcovered, both by them and the 
moderns. And now, what ihall I lay to mankind in 
the thought of this great difcovery ? What, but that, 
they fliould abate of their pride, and confider that 
the authors of our knowledge are among heafts : that 
thefe, who were our elder brothers by a day in the 
creation, whofe kingdom was like the fcheme of 
Plato governed by philofophers, who flourifhed widi 
learning in Ethiopia and Indian are now undiftin- 
guiihed from, and known only by the fame appella- 
tioji^ as the man-tiger and the monkey ! 

As io fpeech^ I make no queilion that there are re- 
mains of the firft and lefs corrupted race, in their na- 
tive defarts, who yet have the power of it. But the 
vulgar reaibn given by the Spaniards^ *•* that they 
•* will not fpeak for fear of being fet to work,", is a- 
lone a fufficient one, coniidering how exceedingly all 
other learned4)erfons aiFed their eafe, A fecond is, 
that thefe obfervant creatures, having been eye-wit- 
nefles of the cruelty with which that nation treated 
their brother Indians, £nd it neceffary not to fhow 
themfelves to be men, that they may. be protedied, 
not only from work, but firom cruelty alfo.x Third- 
ly, they could at beft take no delight to converfe 
with the Spaniards, whofe grawe and /ul/en temper 
is fo averfe to that natursd and open chearfidne/s, 
ivhich is generally obferved to accompany all true 
(knowledge. 

But now were it poflible, that any way could be 
found out to draw forth their lament qualities, I can- 
not but think it would be highly ferviceable to the 
learned world, both in refped of recovering paft 
• knowledge, and promoting the future. Might there 
not be found certain gentle artful methods, whereby 
to endear us to them ? is there no nation in the 
world, whofe natural turn is adapted to engage their 
fociety, and win them by ^/fweetjimilitude ot mamifs? 
Is there no nation where the men might allure them 
by a diftinguiihing civility, and, in a manner, fa- 
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fcinate them by affimlated motions f No nation, where 
the women, wi^h eafy freedoms, and the gentleft 
treatment, might oblige the loving creatures to fen fi' 
ble returns of humanity ? The love I bear my native 
country, prompts me to wifli this . nation might be 
Great Britain f but alas ! in our pi-efdnr wretched di- 
vided condition, how can we hope that foreigners of 
fo gfeat prudence, will freely declare their fentiments, 
in the mid ft of violent /^rZ/Vj, and at fo vaft a diflance 
from their friends, relations, and country ? The affe- 
dion I bear our neighbour- ftate, would incline me 

to wilh it were Holland Sed la^a in parte Ma^ 

milLe Nil/alit Arcadico. 'Tis from' France, then, we 
muft expert this refloration of learning, whofe late 
monarch took the fciefices* Under his prote£lion, and 
raifed them to fo great a height. May we not hope 
theif emiilaries wiU^ fome time or other, have inftm* 
dions, not only to invite learned men into their coun- 
try, bat learned beafts, the true antient man tegers, 
I mean of Ethiopia and /»4Sf« F Might not the ta» 
lents of each kind of thefe be adapted to the improve- 
' ment of the feveral fcicnces ? The man- tegers to.in- 
flradl heroes, ftatefmen and fcholars ? Baboons to 
teach the courtiers, ceremony and addrefs f Mon* 
keys, the art of pleafing in converfadon and ' agree** 
able afFedlations, to ladies and their lovers ? the apes 
of lefs learning, comedians and dancine mafters ^ 
The Marmofets conrt-pa^s, and young Englijb tra- 
vellers. But the diftiii^wfhing eadi ki^, and al^^t- 
ting them to their proper builnefs, I leave to the in-> 
QQifidve and penetrating genius^ of the Jefiuti in 
meir refpedive miffions.

WE (hall begin with a defcription of Peter the 
ravage, deferring our other conofities to fome 
following papers. 

Romulus and Remus, the two famous wild men of 
antiquity, and Or/in that of the moderns, have been 
juftly the admiration of all mankind ; nor can we 
prefage lefs of this wild youth, as may be gathered 
from that famous and well-known prophecy of Hi' 
ly\ which being now accomplilhed, is moft eaiily 
interpreted 

When Rome Jhall tvendto Benevento, 

Jnd Efpagne breaking the Affiento ; 
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When Eagle fpiitjhallfy to China, 
^nd Cbrtfiian folh adore Fauftina : 
Ihenjhall an oak he hr ought to hed^ 
Of creature neither taught nor fed % 
Great feats Jball be atchieve 

The Pope is now going to Bene^vento ; the Spani' 
€irds have broke their treaty ; the Emperor trades to 
China ; and Lilly, were he alive, mull be convinced, 
that it was not the Emprefs Faujiina that was meant 
in the prophecy. 

It is evident by feveral tokens about this wild Gen- 
tleman, that ht had a father and mother like one of 
us J but there being no regifter of his chriftening,' 
his age is only to be guefTed at by his feature and 
countenance, and appeareth to be about twelve 01^ 
thirteen. His being fo young was the occaiion of 
the great difappointment of the Ladies, who came 
to the drawing room in full expedlation of fome at- 
tempt upon their chaftity : fo far is true, that he 

endeavoured to kifs the young Lady W le^ who 

for that reafon is become the envy of the cirdc ; this 
being a declaration 0/ nature, in favour of her fupe- 
rior beauty. 

Arifiotle faith, that man is the mof! mimick of aH 
animals ; which opinion of that great philofopher is 
ilrongly confirmed by the behaviour of this wild Gen- 
tleman, who is endued with that quality to an ex- 
treme degree. He received his firft impreffions at 
court : his manners are, firft to lick people's hands, 
and then turn hi§ breech upon them ; 'to thrufl his 
hand into every h()^y^% pocket ; to climb over people's 
heads ; and even to make ufe of the RoyaUhandy to 
take what he has a mind to. At his firfi appearance 
he feized on the Lord Chamberlain^s (lafF, and put on 
his hat before the King : from whence fome have 
conjectured, that, he is either defcended from a 
Grandee of. ^pizin, or the Earls of Kingfale In Ire* 
lanJl However, thefe are manifeft tokens of his in- 
,nate ambidon ; he is extremely tenacious of his own 
property, and ready to invade that of other 'people. 

By 
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By this mimick quality he difcovered what wild beaft 
had nurfed hira : obferving children to afk blefiing 
of their mothers, one day he fell down upon his 
knees to a fow, and muttered fome founds in that 
humble pofture. 

It has been commonly thought, that he islTZriVi's 
natural brother, becaufe of Tome refemblance of 
manners, and the ofHcious care of Uirick about him ; 
but the fuperiority of the parts and genius in Peter ^ 
demondrates this to be impoflible. 

Though he is ignorant both of antie^t and mo- 
dern languages, (that care being left to the ingeni- 
ous Phyfician, who is entrufled with his education] 
yet he diftinguifhes objects by certain founds framed 
to himfelf, which Mr. Rotenberg^ who brought him 
over underftands perfeftly. Beholding one day 
the. ihambles with great fear and afronimmcnt, ever 
iince he calls man by the fame found which expreff- 
eth wolf. A young Lady is a peacock, old women 
mag-pyes and ohTs; a beau with a toupee, a mon- 
key ; gl&fs, ice % blue, red, and green ribbons, 
he calls rainbows ; an heap of gold, a turd. The 
firft ihip he faw, he took to be a great beaft fwim- 
ming on her back, and her feet tied above her : the 
men that came out of the hold he took to be her 
cubs, and wondered they were fo unlike their dam. 
He underftands perfectly the language of all heaf!s 
and birds, and is not, like them, confined to that 
of one fpecie^. He can bring any beaft what he 
calls for, and no doubt is much mifled now in 
his native woods, where he ufed to do ^ood. offices 
among his fellow-citizens, and ferved as a mediator 
to reconcile their differences. One day he warned 
a flock of fheep that were driving to the ihambles, 
of their danger, and upon uttering fome founds, 
they all fled. He takes vaft pleaiure in conver- 
fation with horfes ; and going to the ^^fe to con* 
verfe with two of his intimate acquaintances in the 
K.ing'^ liable, as he pafTed by, he neighed to the 
horie at Charing- cr^s i being as it were fuiprifed 

to 
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to fee him fo high, he feemed to take it ill that the 
horfe did not anfwer him ; but I think no body can 
undervalue his underllanding for not being fkilled 
in ftatuary. 

He expreffeth his joy moft commonly by neighing ; 
and whatever the philofophers may talk of their ri- 
iibility, neighing is a more noble expreffion of that 
paflion than laughing, which feems to me to have 
fomething filly in it ; and befides, it is often attend- 
ed with tears. Other animals are fenfible they de- 
bafe themfelves, by mimicking laughter ; and I 
take it to be a general obfervation, that the top 
felicity of mankind is to imitate monkeys and birds : 
witnefs Harlequins, • Scaramouches and MaJ'querades ; 
on the other hand monkeys, when they would look 
extremely filly, endeavour to bring themfelves 
down to mankind. Love he expreffeth by the' 
cooing of a dove, and anger by the croaking of 
a raven, and it is not doubted but that he will ferve 
in time as an interpreter between us and other ani« 
mals. 

Great inftruftion is to be had from this wild 

youth in the knowledge of iimples ; and I am of 

opinion, that he ought always to attend the cenfors 

< of Aie college in their vifitation of apothecaries 

(hops. 

1 am told that the ntw/e^ of Herb-eaters intend' to 
follow him into the fields, or to beg him for a clerk 
of their kitchen : and that there are many of them 
now thinking of turning their children into woods to 
graze with the cattle, in hopes to raife a healthy and 
mo^wrace, refined from the corruptions of this luxu- 
rious world. » 

He fings naturally feveral pretty tunes of his own 
compofing, and with equal facility, in the Chroma" 
tick^ Inharmonick, and Diatonick ftyle, and confequent- 
ly mud be of infinite ufe to the academy in judging 
of the merits of their compofers, and is the only 
perfon that ought to decide betwixt Cuzzom and 
Faujiina, 

Y I 
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I cannot omit his firft notion of cloaths, which he 
took to be the natural fkins of the creatures that 
wore thetn, and feemed to be in great pain for the 
pulling off a Hocking, thinking the poor man was 
a Heaing. 

I am not ignorant that there are difaffefled peo- 
ple, who fay he is a fretender^ and no genuine wild 
man. This c^lunlny proceeds from the falie no- 
fions they have of wild men, which they frame from 
fuch as they fee about the town, whofe a£ii6ns are 
rather abfurd than wild; therefore it will be in- 
cumbent on all young Gentlemen, who are ambi- 
tious to excel in this charader, to copy this true o- 
riginal of nature. 

The fenfes of this wild maaare vaflly more acute 
than thofe of a tame one ; he can follow the tra6l 
of a man, or any other beaft of prey. A dog is an 
afs to him for finding troufles ; his hearing is more 
perfedl, bccaufe his ears not having been confined by 
bandages, he can move them like a drills and turn 
them towards the fonorous objedt. 

Let us pray the Creator of all beings, wild and 
tame, that as this -wild youth, by being brought to 
court, has been made a Chriftian; fo fuch as are at 
court, and are no Chriflians, may lay ailde their fa- 
vage and rapacious nature^ aad return to the nftek- 
nefs of the Gofpel.

ON Tue/day the 13th of Oadfer, Mr. Wbiflon 
held his leduxe near the Royal Exchange^ to an 
audience of fourteen worthy citizens, his fubfcribers 
and conflant hearers. Befides thefe, there were five 
chance auditors for that night only, who had paid 
their fhillings a-piece. I think rnykM obliged to be 
very particular in this relation, left my veracity 
fhould be fufpedled ; which makes me appeal to the 
men who were prefent ; of which number, I my fclf 
was one.

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Mr. Whifion began by acquainting us, that (con- 
trary to his advertifement) he thgaght himfelf in duty 
and confcience, obliged to change the fubjedi matter 
of his intended difcourfe. — Here he paus'd, and 
feem'd for a fhort fpace, as it were loft in devotion 
and mental prayer ; after which, with great eameft- 
nefs and vehemence he fpake as follows : 

" Friends and fellow- citizens, all fpeculative fci- 
ence is at an end : the period of all things is at 
hand : on Friday next this world fhall be no more. 
Put not yoi;ir confidence in me, brethren, for to 
morrow morning, five minutes after five, the truth 
*' will be evident ; in that inftant the comet fhall 
*' appear, of which I have heretofore warned you. 
*' As ye have heard, believe. Go hence, and pre- 
** pare your wives, yotn: families, and friends for the 
•* univerfal change.*' 

At this folemn and dreadful predi6tion, the whole 
fociety appeared in the utmoft aftonifhment : but it 
would be unjuft not to remember, that Mr. Wbipn 
hiitifelf.was in fo calm a temper, as to return a Hill- 
ling a- piece to the youths who had been difappointed 
of their ledlare ; which I thought, from a man of his 
integrity, a convincing proof of his own faith in the 
predi^ion. . 

As we thought it a duty, in charity to warn all men ; 
in two or three hours- the news had fpread through 
the city. At firft indeed, our report met with but 
little credit, it being, by our greatell dealers in (locks, 
thought only a Court-artifice to fink them, that fome 
choice favourites might purchafe at a lower rate; 
for the South-Sea that very evening fell five per Cent ; 
the India eleven, and all other funds in proportion. 
But at the Court-end of the town, our atteftations 
were entirely difbeliev'd, or turned into ridicule; 
yet neverthelcfs the news fpread every where, and 
was the fubjeft- matter of all conversation . 

That very night, (as I was credibly informed) Mr. 
Whifion was fent for to a great Lady, who is very cu- 
rious in the learned fciences, and addi^ed to all the 

fpeculative 
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^eculative doubts of the moil able philofophers y 
but he was not now to be found : - and fince at other 
times he has been known not to decline that honour, 
I make no doubt he conceaPd himfelf to attend to 
the great bufinefs of his foul : but whether it was 
the Lady's faith or inquifitivenefs, that occafion'd her 
to fend, is a point I fhall not prefume to determine. 
As for his being fent for to the Secretary's office by 
a meilenger, it is now known to be a matter notori- 
oufly fa]&; and indeed, at firft, it had little credic 
with me, that fo zealous and honed a man ihould be 
ordered into cujiady as di/editious preacher ^ who is known. 
to be fo well affeftcd to the prefent happy eftahliflmenK 

'Twas now I reflefted with exceeding trouble and 
fisrrow, that I had difiifed family prayers for above 
five years, and (though it hath been a cuflom of late 
entirely neglefled by men of any bufmefs or Hation^) 
I determined within myfelf no longer to omit fo rea* 
fonable and religious a duty. I acquainted my wife 
with V£iy intentions : but, two or three neighbours 
having been engaged to fup with us that night, . and 
many hours being unwarily fpent ^t cards, I was 
prevaird upon by her to- put it off till the next day.;.. 
Aie reafoning, that it would be time enough to take 
ofF the fervants from their bufmefs (which this pra- 
ctice muft infallibly occafion for an hour or two every 
day), after the comet had made its appearance. 

Xachary Bo^weny. a quaker, and my next neighboui^ 
bad no fooner heard cmF the prophecy, but he made me 
a vifit* I informed him of every thing I had heard,. 
but found him quite obflinate in his unbelief; for, faid 
be, be comforted, friend, thy tidings are impoOlbili- 
ties ; for were thefe things to happen, they muft have 
been forefeen by fome of our brethren. This indeed 
(as in all other Spiritual cafes with this fet of people)- 
was his only reafon againft believing me ; and, as he 
was fully perfuaded that the predidion was erroneous,, 
he, in a very neighbourly manner, admoniihed me a- 
gainlly^///>rg: my ftocky at the prefent low price; which, 
he £aid,, beyond difpute, mull have a rife- before 

Y.3j , Monday,^ 
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Monday^ when this unreafonable confternation (hould 
be over. 

Baton Wednespay morning (I believe to the e- 
xa£l calculation of Mr. Whiften) the comet appeared : 
for at (hree minates after five by my own watch, I 
faw it. He indeed foretold that it woald be feen at 
five minutes after five, but as the beft watches may 
be a minute or tvfo flow. I am apt to think his cal- 
culation juft to a minute. 

In lefs than a quarter of an hour, all Cheap fide was 
crouded with a vafl concourfe of people* and notwith- 
Handing it was fo «arly, *tis thought that through all 
that part of the town, there was not man, woman 
or child, except the fick, or infirm, left in their beds. 
From my own balcony, I am confident, I faw feveral 
thoufands^in the flreet, and counted at lead feventeen 
who were upon their knees, and feem'd in a^ual de- 
votion. Eleven of them indeed appeared to be old 
-women of aboat fourfcore ; the fix others were men 
in an advanced life, (but as I could guefs) two of them 
j!night be under feventy. 

it is highly probable, that an event of this nature, 
may be pafTed over by the greater hiflorians of QQr 
times, as conducing very little or nothing to the nif- 
ravelling or laying open the deep fchemes of politick 
ans, and myileries of (late ; for which reafon, I thought 
it might not be unacceptable to record the fads, which 
ia the fpace of three days, came to my knowledge, 
either as an eye-witnefs, or from unqueftionable au- 
thorities ; nor can I think this narrative will be entire- 
ly without its ufe, as it may enable m to form a more 
juft idea of our countrymen in general, particular- 
ly in regard to their faith, religion^ morals, and po- 
liticks. 

Before Wednesday noon, the belief was univcf' 
fal that the day of judgment was at hand, infomucb 
that a waterman of myacquaintance told me he count- 
ed no lefs than one hundred and twenty three cler- 
gymen, who had been ferried over to Lambeth before 
•^twelve a-clock: thef«> 'tis (aid, went ^ther tope- 
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tition, that Tijhort prayer mieht be /»^»»V and ordered, 
there being none in the fervice on that occalion. 
But as, in things cf this nature, it is neceffary that the 
counciJbe confulted. their requeft wa^not immediately 
complied with ; and this I affirm to be the true and 
only reafon that the churches were not that morning 
fo well attended ; and is in no ways to be imputed 
to the fears arid confternation of the clergy, with 
which the fr^-thinkers have fince very unjuftly re- 
proached them. 

My wife and I went to church (where we had not 
been for many years on a week-day) and with a very 
large congregation, were difappointed of the fervice. 
But (what will be fcarce credible) by the careleflhefs 
of a prentice, in our abfence, we had a piece of 
fine cambric carried off by a fhop- lifter, fo little 
impreffion was yet made on the minds of thofe wick-r 
ed women. 

I cannot omit the care of a particular <//W^<?r ofth£ 
hank ; I hope the worthy and wealthy- knight will 
forgive me that I endeavour to do him juftice j for it 

was unqueftionably owing to Sir G H 's fa- 

gacity that all the fire-^ces were required to have a 
' particular eye upon the bank of England, Let it be 
recorded to his praife, that in the general hurry, this 
ftruck him as his neareft and tendereft concerns but 
the next day in the evening, after having taken due 
care of all his books, bills and bonds, I was informed, 
his mind was wholly turned upon fpiritual matters ; 
yet, ever and anon, he could not help expreffing his 
refentment agaihft the Ivories and facobites, to whom 
he imputed that fudden run upon the bank which hap- 
pened on this occafion. 

A great man (whom at this time it may not be pru- 
dent to name) employed all the Wednefday morning, 
to make up fuch an account as might appear fair^ in 
cafe he fhould be called upon to produce it on the 
Friday ; but was forced to defift, after having for fe- 
veral hours together attempted it, not being able to 
bring himCblf to a refolution to trufl; the many hun* 

died 
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dred articles of his fecret tranfaAions upon paper. 

Another Teemed to be very melancholy, \^ich his 
flatterers imputed to his dread of lofing his power in a 
day or two ; but I rather take it, that his chief con- 
cern was, the terror of being tried in a court that 
could not be inRuenced, and where a majority 
of voices could avail him nothing. « It was obferved 
too, that he had few victors that day ; this added fo 
much to his mortification,' that he read thro' the firft 
chapter of the book of Joh^ and wept over it bitterly ; 
in ihort, he feemed a true penitent in every thing but 
in charity to his neighbour. No bufmefs was that 
day done in his com^ting-houfe ; 'tis (aid too, that he 
was advifed to reHitution, but I never heard that he 
complied with it any farther than in giving half a 
crown a-piece to feveral craz'd« and flarving credi- 
tors, who attended in the outward room. 

Three of the m4uds of honour fent to countermand 
their birth-day doaths ; two of them burnt all their 
coUediions of novels and romances, and fent to a 
bookieller's in Fall-tnall to buy each of them a bible, 
and Taylors holy living and dying. But I mull do all 
of them the juftice to acknowledge, that they (hewed 
a very decent behaviour in the drawing room, and 
reftrained themfelves from thofe innocent freedoms 
and little levities fo commonly incident to young Lar 
dies of their profcffion. So many birtb-day fuits were 
countermanded the next day, that moft of the taylors 
and mantua-makers difGharged all their jpurney-mea 
and women. A grave elderly Lady of great eruiditioa 
and modefly who vifits thefe young Ladies, feemed to 
be extremely ihock' d by the apprehenfions that fhe 
was to appear naked before the whole world ;. and no 
lefs fo, that all mankind was to appear naked before 
her i which might fp much divert her thoughts, as to 
incapacitate her to give ready and apt anfwers to the 
interrogatories that might be made her. The maids 
. of honour who had both modelly and curiofity, could 
not imagine the fight ^o difagreeable as was repre- 
&nted'; nay^ one of threm went fo far as to fay; fhe 
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perfedly longed to fee it ; for it could not be fo in- 
decent, when every body was to be alike ; and they 
had a day or two to prepare themfelves to be feen in 
that condition. Upon this reflexion, each of them or- 
dered a bathing tub to be got ready that evening, and 
a Jooking-glafs to be fet by it. So much are thefe 
young Ladiesy both by nature and cuHom, addicted 
to cleanly appearance. 

A well country Gentleman told me, he got a church - 
leafe filled up that morning, for the fame fum which 
had been refufed for three years fucceflively. I mull 
impute this merely to accident ; for I cannot imagine 
that any divine could take the advantage of his tenant, 
in fo unhandfome a manner ; or that the fhortnefs of 
the life was in the leaft his confideration ;• tliough I 
have heard the fame worthy prelate afperfed and ma-» 
lign'd fince upon this very account. 

The term being fo near, the alarm among the 
lawyers was inenpreflible, though fome of them, I 
was told, Avere fo vain as to promife themfelves fome 
advantages in making their defence, by being vers'd 
in the pra£lice of our earthly courts. It is laid too> 
that fome of the chief pleaders were heard to exprefs 
great fatisfaftion that there had been but few (late- 
trials of late years. Several attorneys demanded the 
rtturn of fees that had been given the lawyers : but 
It was aniwcred, that the fee was undoubtedly char- 
ged to their client, and that they could not connive 
at fuch injuftice, as to fufFer it to be funk in the at- 
torney's pockets. Our fage and learned Judges had 
great confolation, infomucn as they had not pleaded 
at the bar for feveral years 5 the harrijiers rejoiced in 
that they were not attorneys^ and the attorneys felt no 
lefs fatisfadlion that they were not petti- foggers^fcri^e^ 
ners, and other meaner ofHces of the law. 

As to the army, far be it from me to conceal the 
truth. Every foldier's behaviour was as undifmayed 
and undaunted, as if nothing was tc happen : I im- 
pute not this to want of faith, but to their martial 
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difpofition ; though I cannot help thinking they com^ 
monly accompany their commands with more oathi 
than are requmte, of which there was no remarkable 
diminution this morning on the parade in St. famesh 
park. But poflibly it was by choice, and on con- 
iideration, that they continued this way of expreflioc,. 
not to intimidate the common foldiers, or give oc- 
casion to fufpedl that even the fear of damnation 
could make any impreiTion upon their fuperior ofii* 
cers. A duel was fought the fame morning between 
two Colonels, not occaiioned,. (as was reported) be- 
caufe the one was putover the other's head; that 
being a point which might, at fuch a jundure, have 
been accommodated by the mediation of friends ; 
but as this was upon' the account of a Lady, *twas 
judged it could not be put o£F at t his time, above all 
pthers, but demanded immediate fatisfa6Uon. I 
am apt to believe, that young o$cer who deiired 
his furgeon to defer putting him into a falivation 
till Saturday f might make this requed out of fonie 
opinion he had of the truth of the prophecy ; for the 
apprchenfions of any danger in'the operation could 
not be his motive, the fargeon himfelf having afftt- 
red me that he had before undergone three fevere o- 
perations of the like nature, with great refignatioft 
and fortitude. 

There was an order iflbed, that the cbapUdns 
of the feveral regiments fhould attend their duty; 
but as they were difperfed about in feveral parts of 
England, it was beKeved, that m oft of them could, 
not be found, or fo much as heard of, till the grea$ 
day was over. 

Moft of the confiderable Physicians by their 
outward demeanor feemed to be unbelievers ; but at 
the fame time, they every where infinuated, that 
there might be a fefiikntial malignancy in the air, oc- 
cafioned by the comet, which might be armed a* 
gainft by proper and timely medicines. This cau- 
tion had but little effed ; for as the time approach- 
ed, the Chriftian refignation jof the people incrcaf- 
. ' ed,. 
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cd, and moft of them (which was never before 
known) had their fouls more at heart, than their 
bodies. 

If the reverend Clergy ftiow'd more concern 
than others, I charitably impute it to their great 
charge of fouls I and what confirmed me in this 
opinion was, that the degrees of apprehenfion and 
terror could be diftinguiihed to be greater or lefs, 
according to their ranks and degrees in the church. 

The ake might be obferved in all forts of minifters, 
though not of the Church of England \ the higher 
their rank, the more was their fear. 

I fpeak not of the Court, for fear of offence ; 
and I forbear inferting the names of particular per- 
sons, to avoid the imputartion of ilander, fo that 
the reader will allow this narrative mull be defi- 
cient, and is therefore defired to accept hereof ra- 
ther as a fketch, than a regular circumflantial hiflory. 

I was not informed of anyperfons who fliewed 
the lead joy, except three malefadlors, who were to be 
executed the Monday following, and one old man, 
a conftant Church-goer, who being at the point of 
death, expreHed fome fatisfe6tion at the news. 

On Thurfday morning there was little or nothing 
tranfa6ied ia Change-alley ; there were a multitude of 
fellers, but fo few buyers, that one cannot affirm the 
(locks bore any certain, price except among the ye^s; 
who this day reaped great profit by their infidelity. 
There were many who called themfelves Chrifians, 
who offered to buy for time^ but as thefe were peo- 
ple of gr^at difiinSiion, I chufe not to mention them, 
becaufe, in effed, it would feem to accufe them both 
of avarice, and infidelity. 

The run upon the bank is too well known to need 
a particular relation ; for 4t never can be forgotten, 
that no one perfon whatever (except the direSors them- 
felves, and fome of their particular friends and aflb- 
ciates) could convert a hill all that day into ffecie ; 
all hands being employed to ferve them. 

In the feveral churches of the city and fuburbs,, 
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there were feven thoufand two hundred and -forty 
five, who publickly and folemnly declared before 
the congregation, that they took to ' wife their k- 
veral kept mifireffesy which was allowed as valid mar- 
riagCy the priefts not having time to pronounce die 
ceremony in form. 

At St. Brides church in Fleetftreei^ Mr. Woolfton 
(who writ againft the miracles of our Saviour) in the 
utmoft terrors of confcience, made a publick recan- 
tation. Dr. Mande*vily (who had been groundlefsly 
reported formerly to have done the fame) did it now 
in good earned at St. James's gate ; as did alfo at the 
temple church feveral Gentlemen who frequent the 
ioffee-houfes near the Bar. So great was the faith 
and fear of two of them, that they dropt dead on the 
fpot ; but I will not record their names, led I (hould 
be thought invidioufly to lay an odium on their fa- 
milies and pofterity. 

Mod of the players who had very little faith before, 
were now defirous of having as much as they could ; 
and therefore embraced the Roman CaiboUck Religion ; 
the fame thing was obfen^pd of fome bawds and la- 
dies ofplea/ure. 

An Irijh Gentleman out of pure friendfhip came to 
make me a vifit, and advifed me to hire a boat for 
the enfuing day, and told me that unlefs I gave ear- 
ned for one immediately, he feared it might be too 
kte : for his country-men had fecured almoft every 
boat upoi\ the river, as judging that, in the general 
conflagration^ to be upon the 'water would be the 
fufeft place. 

There were t^wo Lords and three Commoners, who, 
out of^a fcruple of confcience, very haftily threw up 
their penfions, as imagining a penfion was only an 
aVinual retaining bribe, AU the other great pcnfi- 
oners, I was told, had their fcruples quijeted hy a 
Clergyman qr two of didin^ion, whom d^ty happily 
conAilted. 

It was remarkable that feveral of our very richcft 
trade/men of the city, in common charity, gave away 
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fhilHngs and iixpences to the beggars, who ply- 
ed about the church- doors ; and, at a particular 
church in the city, a wealthy Church-Garden with 
his own hands diftributed Mvj twelve-penny loaves 
to the poor, by way of reftitution for the many 
great and coftly feafts, which he had eaten of at 
their expence. 

Three great Ladies, a valet de chamhre, two Lords, 
a Cullom Houfe Officer, five half-pay Captains, and 
a Baronet, (b\\ nottdi gamejlers)i came publickly in- 
to a church at Weftminfter^ and depofited a very 
confiderable fum of morjey in the Minifter's hands j 
the parties whom they h4d defrauded, being^ either 
out of town, or not to be found. But fo great is 
the hardnefs of heart of this fraternity, thai among 
either the noble or vulgar gamefters, (though the pro- 
feflion is fo general) 1 did not hear of any other re- 
ftitution of this fort. At the fame time I muft ob- 
ferve that (in comparifon of thefe) through all parts 
of the town, thejuftice and penitence of the High' 
'way-men, Hou/e-hreakers, and common Pick-pockets 
was very remarkable. 

The directors of our puhiick companies were in fuch 
dreadful apprehenfions, that one would have thought 
^parliamentary inquiry was at hand ; yet fo great wai 
their prefence of minds that all the Thurfday morning 
was taken up in pri'vate transfers, which by malici- 
ous people was thought to be done with deiign to 
conceal their effefts. ' 

I forbear mentioning the private confeffions of 
particular Ladies to their hujhands ; for as their 
children were born in wedlock, and of confc-. 
quence are legitimate, it would be an invidious 
taflc to record them as baftards; and particularly,* 
after their feveral hufbands have fo charitably for- 
given them. 

The evening and night, through the whole town. 
Were fpent in devotions both publick and private ; 
the churches for this one day, were fo crouded by 
the Nobility and Gentry, that thouHnds of common 
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people were feen praying in the publick flreets. In 
(horty one would have thought the whole town 
had been really and feriouAy religious. But what 
was very femackabley all the different perfuaiions 
kept by tkemfelves, for as each thought the other 
would be damned, not one would join in prayer with 
the other. 

At length Friday came, and the people co- 
hered all the ftre^ts, expeding, watching and pray. 
hig. But as the day wore away, their fears began 
to abate, then le£ened every hour, at night they 
were almoft extind, till the total darknefs, that 
hitherto ufed to terrify, now comforted ty&ryfree' 
thinker and Jtheift, Great numbers went together 
to the taverns^ befpoke /uppers^ and broke up whole 
hog/heads for joy. The fubjeft of all wit and con- 
veifation was to redicule the prophecy, and rally 
♦ach other. All the Quality and Gentry weiV per* 
fe&ly afi>am9dy nay, fome utterly difowned that they 
had manifefted any (igns of religion. 

But the next day, even the common people, as 
wdl as ^eir betters, appeared in their ufual ftate of 
indifference. They drank, they whor'd, they fwore, 
they lied, they cheated, they plunder'd, they^am'd, 
they quarreird, they murder'd. In fhort the world 
went en in the old channel. 

I need not give any inftances of what will fo eafily 
be credited, but I cannot omit relating, that Mr. 
Wodfitm advertifed, in that very Saturday^ evening' 
poft, a new treatife againft the miracles of our Savi- 
our : and that the few, who had given up their pen- 
^ Aon« the day before, iblicited to have them conti- 
' nued ; which, as they had not been thrown up up- 
on any miniflerial point, I mi informed was readi- 
ly granted. 
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HEPI BA0OYX : or, Martinus Scribkruj 
his TREATISE of the Art of Sink- 
ing in Poetry. 


IT hath been long (my * dear countrymen] the 
fubjedl of my concern and furprize, that where- 
as numberlefs poets, criticks and orators, have com- 
piled and digeiled the art of antient foefy\. there hath 
not arifen among us one perfen fo publick-fpirited, 
as to perform the like for the modern, Altho' it is u- 
niverfally known» that our every- way indoflrious mo- 
derns^ both in the weight of their ^turitingi^ and in 
the velocity of ^€v[ jiidgmmtSy, do fo infinitely excel 
the faid antients. 

Neverthelefs, too true it is, that while a plain 
and dire£t road is paved to their u^Hr* or fuhlime \ no 
tra6t has been yet chalked out, to arrive at our Moc 
or fr&fund* The Latiw^ as they came between 
the Greeks and us, make ufe of the word altitudo^ 
which implies eqo^Iy height and depth. Wherefore 
confidering vdth no finall gpef, how many promi- 
sing geniuies of this age are wandering (as I may fay) 
in the dark without a guide, I have undertaken 
this arduous hut necefTarv tafk, to lead them as it 
were by the hand, arid ftep by ftep, the gentle 
4owa.-hi]l way to ^t bathos ; the bottom^ the end» 
the central point, the non.flus ultra of true modern 
joefy I 

When I confider (my dear countrymen) the ex- 
tent, fertility and populoufnefs of our lonxilands of 
^earnajfnsy the flourifhing ftate of our trade, and 
the plenty of our manufacture; there are two re- 
flexions which adminifter great occafion of furprize ; 
the one, that all dignities and honours fhould be be- 
iftowed upon the exceeding few meagre inhabitants 

of 
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of the top of the mountain ; the other, that our na- 
tion (hoald have arrived to that pitch of greatnefs 
it no^- poffeffes, without any regular ^y?f«r of Ic^ias, 
As to the firft, it is with great pleafure I have ob- 
ferved of late the gradual decay of delicacy and re- 
finement among mankind, who are become too rea- 
fonable to require, that we fhould labour with infi- 
nite pains to come up to the tafle of thefe mountain- 
eers, when they without any, may condefcend to 
ours, fiut as we have now an unqueftionabh majority 
on our fide, I doubt not but we fhall fhortly be able 
to level the Highlanders and procure a farther vent 
for our own produft, which is already fo much re- 
liQied, encouraged and rewarded^ by the Nobilitjr 
and Gentry m Great^Britain, 

Therefore to fupply our former defeft, I purpofe 
to colled the fcattered rules of our art into regular 
inllitutes, from the example and practices of the 
deep geniufes of our nation ; imitating herein my 
predeceflbrs the mailer of Alexander^ and the fc- 
cretary of the renowned Zenohia : and in this my 
undertaking I am the more animated, as I exped 
more fuccels than has attended even thofe great cri- 
ticks, iince their laws (though they might be good) 
have ever been flackly executed, and their precepts 
(however ftridl) obeyed only by fits, and by a rerj 
fmall number. 

At the fame time I intend to do juf^ice upon oar 
neighbours, inhabitants of the upper Parnajfus ; who 
taking advantage of the rifing ground, are perpetually 
throwing down rubbifh, dirt and ftones upon us, ne- 
ver fufiering us to live in peace : thefe men, while 
tfiey enjoy the cryftal ftrearii of Helicon^ envy us our 
common water, which (thank our ftars) tho' it is 
fomewhat muddy, flows in much greater abun- 
dance. Nor is this the greateft injuftice we have to 
complain of; for altho"* it is evident that we never 
made the leail attempt or inroad into their territories, 
but lived contented iii our native fens ; they have 
often, not only committed petty Iflrcenjs upon our 
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borders, but driven the country, and " carried ofF 
at once mihole cart-loads of our manufa^ure ; to re* 
claim fome of which ftolen goods is part of the de* 
fign of this treatifc. 

For we ihall fee in the courfe of this work, that 
our greatefl adverfaries have fometimes defcended 
towards US; and doubtlefs might now and thea 
have arrived at the hatbos itfelf, had it not been 
for that miftaken opinion they all entertained, that 
the rules of the antients were equally necefary to the 
mdtrnsi than which there cannot be a more grie- 
vcras error, as will be amply proved in the foHowing^ 
oifconrfe. 

And indeed when any of thefe have gone fo far, 
as by the light of their own genius to attempt upoa 
•'w m4els, it is wonderful to obferve, how near- 
ly they have approached us in thofe particular pieces j 
"^0' in all others they differed toto cceh from us*. 


CHAP. II, 

^hat the Bathos, or profund, is tie natu^ 
ral tafte of man, and^in particular^, of tht 
prefent age. 

THE tafte of the hathos is implanted by nature 
itfelf in the foul of man, till perverted by 
cuftom or example, Be is taught, or rather compelle<C 
torelilh xht/Mime. Accordingly, we fee the un- 
prejudiced minds of children delight only in fuch pro* 
du£Uons and in fuch images, as our true modern 
Writers fet before them. I have obferved how fall 
the general tafte is returning to this firft: fimplicity 
^d innocence ; and, if the intent of all poetry be to 
divert and inftrudt, certainly that kind^ which diverts 
*iid inftrndts the greateft number, is to be preferred. 
Let us look round among the admirers of poetry, we 
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(hall find thofe who have a taile for the fuhlime to be 
very few ; but the frofund (brikes univerfally, and is 
adapted to every capacity. It is a fruitlefs under- 
taking to write for men of a nice and foppifh gujlo^ 
whom, after all, it is almoft impolEble to pleafe ; and 
it is (till more chimerical to write for fofterity^ of 
whofe tafte we cannot make any judgment, and 
whofe applaufe we can never enjoy. It muft be coa- 
fefled, our wifer authors have a prefent end, 
Et frodejfe *volunt^ et delegare Fo€ta, 
Their true defign is profit or giun \ in order to acquire 
which, it is neceffary to procure applaufe, by admi- 
niftring pleafurc to the reader ; from whence it fol- 
lows demonftrably, that their productions mud be 
fuited to the frefent tafte \ and I cannot but congra- 
tulate our age on this peculiar felicity, that, although 
we have made indeed great progrefs in all other 
branches of luxury, we are not yet debauched with 
anv high relijh in poetry, but are, in this one tafte, 
lei^ nice than our anceftors. If an art is to be efli- 
mated by its fuccefs, I appeal to experience, whether 
there have not been, in proportion to their number, 
as many (larving good poets as bad ones ? 

Neverthelefs, in making gedn^ the principal end of 
our art, far be it from me to exclude any great ^^- 
niufe$ of rank or fortune from diverting themfelves 
this way. They ought to be praifed no lefs than 
thofe princes, who pafs their vacant hours in fbme 
ingenious, mechanical or manual art ; and to fuch as 
thefe, it would be ingratitude not to own, that oar art 
has been often iniiiutely indebted. 
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CHAP. III. 

The Necejfity of the Bathos ph^cally con* 
ftdered. 

FArthcrmorc, it were great aaelty and injnftice, 
if all fuch authors as cannot write in the other 
way, were prohibited from writing at all. Againil 
this, I draw an argument from what feems to me an 
undoubted phyfical maxim. That poetry is a natural 
or morbid Jecretion from the brain. As I would not 
faddenly flop a cold in the head, or dry up my 
neighbour's ifTue, I would as little hinder him from 
neceflary writing. It may be affirmed with great 
truth, that there is hardly any human creature pafl 
childhood, but, at one time or other, has had fome 
poetical evacuation, and, no queflion, was much the 
better for it in his health ; fo true is the faying, Naf- 
ctmur PoeiiT : therefore is the dcfire of writing pro- 
perly termed pruritus y the titillation of the generati^je 
faculty of the brain ; and the perfon is faid to conceive \ 
now fuch as conceive muft bring forth. I have 
known a man thoughtful, melancholy, and raving 
for divers days, but forthwith grow wonderful eafy, 
lightfome and chearfu],^upon a difcharge of the 
peccant humours, in exceeding purulent metre. 
Nor can I queftion but abundance of untimely deaths 
are occaiioned by want of this laudable vent of un- 
ruly paflions :^ yea, perhaps in poor wretches, (which 
is very lamentable] for mere want of pen, ink and 
paper ! From hence it follows that a fuppreilion of 
the very word poetry, is of dangerous confequence to 
the date. We find by experience, that the fame 
humours, which vent themfelves in Sunmier in ballads 
^xAformetiy are condenfed by the Winter*s cold into/a«x- 
fhleti and ffeecbes for and againil the minijlry : nay, 
I know not, but many times a piece of poetry may 
be the mod innocent compofition of a minificr himfelfi 
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It is therefore manifeft that mediocrity ought to be 
allowed, yea indulged to the good fubjeAs of England. 
Nor can 1 conceive how the world has fwallowed 
the contrary as a maxim, upon the fingle authority 
of that * Horace F Why ihould the gol^fu mean and 
quinteffence of all virtues, be deem'd fo ofFeniive 
only in this art ? Or coolnefi or mediocrity be fo ami- 
able a quality in a inaD» and fo deteftable in a poet ? 

However, far be it from me to compare theie 
writersf with thofe great Jpirits who are biom with a 
w<vacite de pe/anteur, or (as unEng/ij^ author calls it) 
an alacrity of finking^ and who, by firength of natur^^ 
alone, can excel. All I mean, is to evince the «e- 
cejfity of rules, to thefe leli^ geniufes, as well as the 
ufefulnefs of them, to the greater. 


CHAP. IV. 

^bat there is an Art of the Bathos, «r 

profund. 

WE come now ta prove, that there is an art of 
Jinking in poetry. Is there not anarchitedure 
of vaults and ceHars, as m^ 11 as of lofty domes and 
pyramids ? Is there not as much ikill and labour in 
making tjlEdyktSy as in raifmg of mounts? Is there not 
an art of diving as well as offying? And will avj 
ibber practitioner aiiirm, that a diving jengine is not 
of fmgular ufe in making him long-winded, affifUng 
his fight, and furnifhing hini with other ingenious 
means (k keeping under water. 

If we fearch the authors of antiquity, we (hall 
find as few to have been dtftrnguiihed in the true 
frofimdy as in the truefuhlime. And the very fame 
thing (as it appears from Longinus) had been imagi 
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ned of that, as now of this: namely, that it was en- 
tirely the gift of nature. I grant that to excel in the 
bathos a genius is requifite ; yet the rules of art mud 
be allowed fo £ar ufeful, as to add weight, or as I 
may fay, hang on lead, to facilitate and enforce our 
defcent to guide us to the mofl advantageous declivi- 
ties, and habituate our imagination to a depth of 
thinking. Many there are that can fall, but few can 
arrive at the felicity of falling gracefully ; much more 
for a man, who is amongd the loweH of the creation 
at the very bottom of the atmofphere, to defcend be^ 
neatb himfeif, is not fo eafy a tadc unlefs he calls in 
art to his aflidance. It is with the bathos as with 
fmall beer, which is indeed vapid and infipid, if left 
at large and let abroad ; but being by our rules con- 
fined and well ftopt, nothing grows fo frothy, pert' 
and .bouncing. 

The fuhlime of nature is the fky, the fun, 
naoon, ftars, ^c. The profund of nature is gold, 
pearls, precious (tones, and the treafures of the 
deep, which are ineftimable as unknown. -But all 
that lies between thefe, as corn, flowers, fruits, 
^nd animals, and things for the mere ufe of man 
are of mean price, *and fo common as fftt to be great- 
ly efleemed oy the curious. It being certain that 
any thing, of which we know the true ufe, cannot 
be invaluable : which affords a fblution, why com^ 
^on fenje hath either been totally defpifed or held in • 
fmall repute, .by the greatell modern criticks and au* 
thors. 


CHAP. V. 


0/ the true genius for the profund, and by 

what it is conftituted. 

AND I will venture to lay it down, as the firft 
maxim and corner-ilone of this our art, that 

whoever 
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whoever would excel therein, moft ftadioafly avoid, 
detei):, and turn his head from all the ideas, ways^ 
and workings of that peflilent foe to wit and deftroy- 
er of fine figures, which is known by the name of 
common fen/e. His buiinefs muft be to contradl the 
true gout de tracers ; and to acquire a moft ^l^tpfy^ 
ttncommon, unaccountable njcay of thinking. 

He is to confider himfelf as a grote/que painter, 
whofe* works would be fpoikd by an imitation of 
nature, or uniformity of defign. He is to mingle 
bits of the moil various, or difcordant kinds, land- 
fcape, hiftory, portraits, animals, and conne£l them 
with a great deal of flourijhnng^ by htads or /«///, 
as it fhall pleafe his imagination, and contribute-^o 
his principd end, which is ta^lare by ibong oppo- 
fitions pf colours^ and furprilc by contrariety of i- 
ma^es, 

Serfentes emihus geminentur^ tigrihus agni, Hor. 
His defign ought to be like a labyrinth, out of 
which no body can eet you clear but himfelf. And 
fmce the great art o? all poetry is to mix trittb with 
irdtion^ in order to join the credible with the furpri- 
fing ; OUT author fhall prodoee ^c credible by paint- 
ing nature in her lonjoeftjimplictty ; and the frrprtfitg^ 
by contradifting common opinion. In the verf man» 
ners he will afFed the marvellous ,* he will draw >/- 
chilles with the patience of Job ; a prince talking 
like a jack-pudding ; a maid of honour hXYmg bar- 
gains I a footman fpeaking Kke a philofopher; and 
a fine Gentleman like a kholar. Whoever is con« 
verfant in modern plays^ may make a mod noble col- 
le^ion of this kind, and at the fame time, form 
a compleat body of modern etbich and morality. 

Nothing feemed more plain to our great autliors* 
than that the world had long beep weary of natural 
things. . How much the contrary is formed to 
pleafe> is evident from the univerfal applaufe daily 
given to the admirable entertainments of Harle- 
fuins afnd Magicians on our ftage. When an audi- 
ence behold a coach turned into a wheel-barrow, a 

conjurer 
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conjurer into an old woman, or a man's head where 
his heels (hould be, how they are (Iruck with tranf- 
port and delight ? Which can only be imputed to 
this cauie, that each objedt is changed into that 
which have been fug^efted to them by their own 
• low ideas before. 

He ought therefore to render himfelf mailer of this 
hap{^ and antinatural way of thinking to fuch a de- 
gree, as to be able, on the appearance of any objedl, 
to fhmifh his imagination with ideas infinitely below 
it. And his eyes (hould be like unto the wrong end 
of a perfpe^ve dais, by which all the objeds of 
nature are lefTened. 

For example ; when a true genius looks upon the 
fy, he immediately catches the idea of a piece of 
tit4e luteftring^ or a child's mantle.

CHAP. VI. 

Of the feveral kinds of geniufes in the pro- 
fund, and the marks and tharaRers of 
each. 

I Doubt not but the reader^, by this cloud of ex« 
amplesy begins to be convinced of the troth of 
our aflertion, that the bathos is an art ; and that 
the genius of no noortal whatever, following the mere 
ideas of nature, and unafUded with an habitual, nay 
laborious peculiarity of thinking, could arrive at ima- 
ges fo wonderfully low and unaccountable. The 
great author, frona whofe treafury we have drawn all 
thefe inftances (the father of *the bathos^ and indeed 
the Honser of it) has like that immortal Greeks confined 
his labours to the greater poetry, and thereby left 
room for others to acquire a due iliare of praife in 
inferior kinds. Many painters who could never 
hit a nofe or an eye, have with felicity copied a 
fmall-pox, or been admirable at a toad or a red-her- 
ring. And feldom .are we without ^«»/js$^/ for Jiill 
life^ which they can work up and ^iffen with incre- 
dible accuracy. 

An univerfal genius rifes not in an age \ but when 
he rifes, armies rife in him ! he pours forth five or 
fix epick poems with greater facility, than five or {ix 
pages can be produced by an elaborate and fervile 
copyer after nature or the antients. It is affirmed 
by Simntiliany that the fame genius which made Ger^ 

^ mamctts 
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manieus fo great a general, woald, with equal appli- 
cation, have made him an excellent heroick poet. 
In like manner, reafoning from the affinity there 
appears between arts and iciences, I doubt not but an 
adive catcher of butterflies, a careful and fanciful 
pattern- drawer, an induflrious coUedlor of (hells, a 
laborious and tuneful bagpiper, or a diligent breeder 
of tame rabbits, might feverally excel in their rcfpeft- 
ive parts of the Bathos. 

I (hall range thefe con(in'd and lefs copious ge- 
niufes under proper clafles, and (the better to give 
their piftures to the reader) under the names of ani- 
mals of fome fort or other; whereby he will be en- 
abled, at the iiril fight of fuch as (hall daily come 
forth, to know to what hnd to refer, and with what 
authors to compare them.

WE hav^ already laid down the piinciples c^ 
on which bur author is to proceed, and the 
manner of forming his thoughts by familiarizii^ lus 
mind to the loweflobjeCb; to which it may t)e add- 
ed, that njulgarcon^erfaiion Will greatly contribute. 
There is no queftion but the garret or the printer's 
hoy may often be dlfcern'd in the coiilpofitions made 
in fuch fcenes, and cotnpany, and much of Ml*. Curl 
himfelf has been infenEbly infufed into the works of 
his learned writers. 

The 
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The phyfician, by the flody and infpedlion o^ 
orine and ordure, approves himfelf in the fcience ; 
and in like ibrt fhould oar author accuflom and exer* 
cife his imagination upon the dregs of nature. 

This will render his thoughts truly and funda- 
mentally low, and carry him many fathoms beyond 
mediocriQr. For» certain it is, (tho* fome lukewarm 
heads imagine they may be fafe by temporizing be<^ 
tween the extremes) that where there is a trittcalaefs 
or mediocrity in the thought^ it can never be funk in«^ 
to the genuine and perfe^ Sathos, by the mod elabo- 
rate low exfrtJIum : it can, atmoft, be only carefully 
obfcured, or metaphorically debafed» But *tis the 
thought alone that flrikes, and gives the whole that 
fpirit, which we admire and &2xe at. For inflance^ 
in that ingenious piece on a Lady's drinking the 
^o^i^-waters.

To her "'tis nvater, hut to us '^tisjlame ;

The circumftances which are moft natural are ob* 

viousy dierefore not- aHonifiiing or peculiar. But tho(e 

that are far fetch^^, of onexpe£ted, or hardly com- 

padble» wiH farprife prodigioufly. Thefe therefore 

we mull priticxpally hunt out; but above all pre« 

ferve a Jandable prolixity \ prefenting the whole 

and every fide at once of the image to view. For 

choiae aiid jdiftinAion aiie not only a curb to the ^i- 

rit, and limit the deforiptive faculty, but alfo leflen 

the bcKik, which is Freqaeady of Uie word confe- 

qne&ce of .all to 'Our author.

TH A T the true authors of the fnfimd are to 
imitate diligently the examples in their own 
way, is not tx> be queftionM, and that divers have by 
this means attained to a depth whereunto their own 
weieht could not have earned them, is evident by 
fandry inftances. Who fees not that De F- ■ -was 
the poetical fon offPiOtrs, T-^e ofOgiUy, E. IV-^ri 
of John Taylor, and E-^n of Bl"k"imre ? There- 
fore when we fit down to write, let us bring fome 
great author to our mind, and a(k ourfelves this qac" 
nion ; how would Sir Richard have faid this. Do I 
exprefs my felf as fimply as A.Pb? Or flow my 
numbers with the quiet thoughtlefihefs of Mr. IT— 
ft^'df 

But it inay feem fomewhat ftrange to aiTert, diat 
our proficient ihould alfo read the worics of thofe fa* 
mous poets who have excelled in the fublime : yet is 
not this a paradox. As Virgil is faid to have read 
Enniw, out of his dunghill, to draw gold ; (b may oar 
author read Shake/pear, Milton, and Dryden, for the 
contrary end, to bury their gold in his own dunghill. 
A true genius, when he finds any thing lofty or 
fliining in thsm, wiU have the ikill to bring it down, 

' take 
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take off the glofs, or qoite dffcharge the colour, h;^ 
ibme ingenious circumfl&nce, or periphrafe ; fbmci 
addition^ or climiilution, or bv fome of thofe 
figures, the ufe of which we fliall ihew in our next 
chapter. 

The book of Job is acknowledged to be infi- 
nitely fublime, and yet has not oar fatner of the hathot 
reduced it in every page ? Is there a paiTage in all 
Virgil more painted up and laboured than tlie defcri<f 
ption of j^tna in the third JBneid f

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CHAP, X. 

Of Tropes and Figures : and firfi\ of the 
variegating^ confujing^ and reverfing Fi- 
gures. 

BU T wc proceed to the figures. We cannot too 
earneflly recommend to our authors the ftudy of 
the abufe of jpeech. They ought to lay it down as a 
principle^ to fay nothing in the ufpalway, bttt (if 
poffible) in the dire(^ contrary. Therefore the fi- 
gures mud be fo tamed, as to manifeft that intricate 
and wonderful cafl of htad which diilinguiihes all 
writers of this genius ; or (as I naay fay) to refer ex- 
adly the mold in which they were formed, in all its 
inequalities f canities, obliquities^ odd crannies^ and 
^portions. 

It would he endlefs, nay impofilble, to enumerate 
all fucb figures ; but we ihaU content ourielirea to 
range the principal which moft powerfolly contri- 
bute to the bathos i under three da/iei.

We muft be exceeding careful in two things ; firil, 
in the choice of lo^ nvords : fecondly, in the fober 
and orderly way of ranging them.. Many of our po- 
ets are naturally bleffed with this talent, infonmch 
that they are in the circumftance of that honeft citi- 
zen, who had made profe all his life without know- 
ing it. Let verfes run in this manner, juft to be a 
vehicle to the words. (I take them from my laft 
cited author, who tho' otherwife by no means of our 
rank, feemed once in his life to have a mind to be 
fimple).

THos have I, (my dear countrymeny with incre- 
dible pains and diligence, difcovered the hidden 
(cources of the batbosy or, as I may fay, broke 
'Open the abyiles of this great deep. And having now 
edablifhed good and wholefome lirws^ what re- 
mains but that all true moderns with their utmoft 
might do proceed to put the fame in execution ? In 
order whereto, I think I (hall, in the fecond place, 
highly deferve of my country, by propofing luch a 
fchenuy as may facilitate this great end. 

As our number is confeiTedly far fuperior to that 
of the enemy, there feems nothing wanting but una- 
nimity amqng ourfeives. It is therefore humbly of- 
fered, that all and every individual of the hatbos do 
enter into a firm aj/ficiation, and incorporate into one 
regular body, whereof every member, even the 
meaneft, will fome way contribute to the fupport of 
the whole; in like manner as the weakeft reeds 
when joined in one bundle, become infrangible. To 
which end our art ought to be put upon the fame 
foot with other arts of this age. The vaft improve- 
ment oT modern manufactures arifeth from their be- 
ing divided into feveral branches, and parcelled out 
to feveral tradej : for anflance, in clock-makings one

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artiil makes the balance, another the fpring, anothei 
the crown-wheels, a fourth the cafe, and Ac prin- 
cipal workman puts all together r to this occonomy 
we owe the perfei^on of our modem watches ; and 
doubtlefs we alfx/ might that of our modem pocdy 
and rhetoric, were the feveral parts branched oat in 
the like manner. 

Nothing is more evident than that divers perfonSf 
110 other way remarkable, have each a flrong dif- 
^oiition to the formation of fome particular trope or 
figure. AriftotU faith, that the HyperboU is an orna- 
ment of fpeech fit for young men of quality j ^ accord- 
ingly we find in thofe Gentlemen a wonderful pro- 
penfity toward it, which is marvelloufly improved 
by traveiiittg. Soldiers alfo and feamtn are very hap- 
py in the fame figure. The Peripbrafis or circumku' 
tion is the peculiar talent of country farmers, the pro- 
verb and apologue of old men at their clubs, the eA 
lipfis or fpeech hy half-words of Minifters and Politi- 
dans, the apofiopefis, of courtiers, the litotes, or dimi- 
nution, of Ladies, nvhijperers and backbiters ; and the 
anadiplofis of common cry^rs and hawkers, who by 
redoubling the fame words, perfuade people to buy 
their oyders, green hafiings, or new ballads. E^- 
thets may be found in great plenty at BiUingJgate, Jof' 
ca/m and irony learned upon the water, and die/- 
pipbonema or exclamation frequently from the Bear' 
garden, and as frequently from the hear hisn of the 
houfe of commons. 

Now each man applying his whole time and ge- 
nius upon his particular figure, would doubtlefs attain 
to perfection ; and when each became incorporated 
and fworn into the fociety, (as hath been proDofed) 
a poet or orator would have no more to do, out to 
fei^ to the particular traders in each kind ; to die 
metapborifi for his allegories, to the finuU-maker for 
his (omparifons, to the ironift for his farcafms, to the 
apothegmattfi for his fentences, i^c. Whereby a de^' 
catton or fj^eecb would be compofed in a moment, the 

fupcrior 
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faperior artift having nothing to do bat to put toge- 
ther all the materials. 

' I therefore propofe that there be contrived with all 
convenient difpatch, at the publick expence, a rJ^etO" 
rical cheft of dranuers, coniifting of three flories, the 
higheft for the deliberative^ the middle for the ^ 
0tmftfaH*ue9 and the loweil for iht Judicial. Thefe 
fhall be divided into loci ov places. Being repoiitoriea 
for matter and argument in the feveral &ads orora^* 
tion or writinga s and every drawer fhall again be 
fub-divided into cells^ refemblmg thofe of cabinieto 
for rarities. The apartment for peace or wary and 
that of the Tiberty of the prefs^ may in a very fijvtr 
days be filled with feveral arguments perfeSfy nenv ; 
and the vituferati*iie partition will as eafily be re^ 
plenifhed with a moft choice coUedtibn, entirely of 
the growth and manufadture of the prefent age. £« 
verycompofer will foon be taught theufe of thiscir- 
binet, and how to manage all the regiflers of tt^ 
whidi will be drawn out much in die ntanner of thofe 
in an organ. 

The kisys of it mufl be kept in honeft hands, by 
fome reverend prelate, or valiant officer, of unquefiii^- 
ned loyalty and afledion to every pitfent eftablifh' 
ment in church zxAfiate ; which will fufficiently guard 
againit any mifchief which mi^ otherwife be appre- 
hended from it. 

• And being lodged in fuch hands, it may be at 
difcretion let out by the day, to feveral great ora«

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CHAP, XIV. 

How to make dedications, panegyrics or 
fatires, and of the colours of bononrabk 
and diJhmouraHe. 

NO W of what neceffity the foregoing projeA 
may proved will appear from this iin^e confi- 
derationy that nothing is of equal confequence to the 
fuccefs of our works, as fpted and difpatch. Great 
pity it is, that folid lirains are not/ like other folid 
bodies, conilantly endowed, with ^ <uelocity in fink- 
ing proportioned to their bea<vine/s : for it is with 
the Jirwtrs of the bathos as with thofe of nature, 
which if the careful gardener brings not hafUly to the 
market in the marningi mud unprofitably perifh and 
wither before night. And of all our productions none 
is fo ihort-Hved as the dedicdiion and panegyric^ which 
are often but the prai/e of,e day^ and become, by the 
next, utterly iifelefs, improper, indecent aiid ' falfe. 
This is the more to- be lamented-, inafmuch a3.they 
are the very two forts whereon, in a manner, depends 
t\i2Lt gain or profit, which mufl flill be remembered to 
Ve th^ whole end of our nvriters 2Lndk/peakers. 

We ihall therefore employ this chapter in fl^ew- 
ing the qwckefi method of compoiing . them ; after 
.wych we will teach a jhort tuay to epic poetry. And 
thefe being confeffedly the works of moft importance 
and difficulty, it is prefumed we may leave the reft 
to each author's own learning or practice. 

Firft of panegyric : every man is honourahle, who 
is fo by /ow, cufiom or title ; the publick are better 
judges of what is honourable, than private men. The 
virtues of great men, like thofe of plants, are inherent 
in them whether they are exerted or not ; and the 
more ftrongly inherent the lefs they are exerted j as 
a man i* the more rich the lefs he fpends. 

All 
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All great minifters, without either private or oeco- 
nomical virtue, are virtuous by their pofts ; liberal 
and generous upon the pubikk money ; provident up- 
on parliamentary fupplits ; juft by paying publick inti" 
reft ; couragious and magnanimous by the feets and 
armies I magnificent upon the puBlick expences; and 
prudent by puhlickfuccefs. They have, by their office^ 
a right to a fliare of die puhlick flock oi virtues ; be- 
iides they are, by prefcription immemorialf invefted in 
all the celebrated virtues of their predecejfors in 
the fame ftations^ efpeclally thofe of their own an* 
tiftors. 

As to what are commonly called the colours of 
honourable ^nd dijhonourahle^ they are various in dif- 
ferent countries : in this they are hluty green and red. 
But forafmuch as the 3uty we owe to the publick 
doth often require that we fhould put fome. things in 
a ftrong light, and throw a ihade over others. I 
ihall explain the method of turning a vicious man 
into a hero. 

The iirft and chief rule is the golden rule of tranfl' 
formation^ which confills in converting vices into 
their bordering virtues. A man who is a fpendthrift 
and will not pay a juft debt, may have bis injuflice 
transformed into liberality; cowardice maybcme- 
tamorphofed into prudence; intemperance into 
good nature and good fellowfhip ; corruption in- 
to patriotifm, and lewdnefs into tendernefs and faci- 
lity. 

The fecobd is the rule of contraries : it is certain 
the lefs a man is endued with any virtue, the more 
need he has to have it plentifully bellowed, efpedally 
thofe good qualities t)f which the world generally 
believes he hath none at ^1 : for who will thank a 
man for giving him that which he has ? 

The reverie of thefe precepts will ferve for fatire 
wherein we are ever to remark, that whofo lofeth 
his place, or becomes out of favour with the govern- 
ment, hath forfeited his Ihare in pulUck fredfe and 

. hvnnisr* 
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honour. Therefore the truly publkk-fpirited writer 
ought in duty to flrip him whom the government 
hath ftripped : which is the xt^X poetical jujlice of this 
dge. For a full colle£lion of topicks and epithets 
to be ufed in the praife and difpraife of Tninifterial 
and unminifterial perfons,' I refer to our rhetorical 
cabinet ; concluding with an earnefl exhortation to 
all toy brethren^. to obfefve the precepts here laid 
do\yn I thenegledl of which hath coil fome of them 
their iOTi on z pillory. 


CHAP. XV. 
A receipt to make an ^ic poem . 

AN epicjpoemy the criticks agree, is the greateil 
work human. iiature is capable of. They have 
already laid down many mechanical rules for 
compofitions of this fort, but at the fame time they 
cut off almoi): all undertakers from- the pofllbility of 
ever performing them ; for the iRrft qualification they 
unanimoufly require in a poet, is a genius, I ihall 
here endeavour (for the benefit of my countrymen] 
to make it manifefi:, that epic poeins may be made 
^tbout a genius, nay without learning or much read- 
ing. This muft neceffarily be of great ufe to all 
thofe who confefs they never ready and of whom 
the world is convinced they never learn. Mo* 
Here obferves of making a dinner^ that any maa 
can do it ^ith money y and if a profefTed cook cannot 
do it 'without y he has his art for nothing; the fame 
may be faid of making a poem, 'tis eafiljr brought 
about by him that has -2^ genius, but the ikill lies in 
doing it without one. In purfuance of this end, I 
ihall prefent the reader with a plain and certain recipey 
by which any author in the hathoi may be qualified 

for this grand performance. 

for 
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\ ' ' • For the fai/e. ' 

Take out of any old poem, hiftory-book, ro- 
mance, or legend, (for inftance Gtoffry of Monmouth 
or Don Melianis of Greece) t\iok parts of ftory which 
afford moft fcope for long defcriptions : pat thefe'pieces 
together, and throw all the adventures you fancy 
into one tale. Then take a hero whom you may 
chufe by the found of his name, and put him into 
the midil of thefe adventures : there let him nuork for 
twelve books ; at the end of which yoa may take 
him out, ready prepared to conquer or to marry \ it 
,being necefTary that the concluiion of an epic poem 
\iQ fortunate. ^ 

To make On epifode. 

Take any remaining adventure of your former 
colle^on, in which you could no way involve your 
hero; or any unfortunate accident that was too good 
to be thrown away; and it will be of ufe, applied to 
any other perfon, who may be toft and e'vaporate in 
• the courfe of the work, without the leaft damage to 
the compofition. 

Tor the moral and allegory. 

Thefe you may extradl out of the fable afterwards, 
at your leifure : be fure yaxxjlrain them fufficiendy. 

For the manners. 

For thofe of the hero, take all the beft qualities 
you can £nd in the moft celebrated heroes of antiqui* 
ty i if they will not be reduced to a confiftency, lay 
them all on a heap upon him. But be fure they are 
qualities which your patron would be thought to have ; 
and to prevent any miftake which the world may be 
fubjeft to, . feledt from the alphabet thofe'capital let- 
ters that compofe his name, and fet them at the 
head of a dedication before your poem. However, 
do not abfblutely obferve the exaft quantity of thefe 
virtues, it not being determined whether or no it be 
neceflary for the hero of a poem to be an honeji man. 
For the under-charaSlers gather them from Homer

FM'/i^^ machines. 
Take of deities, male and female, as many as 
yon can ufe. Separate them into two eqnal pam, 
and keep Jufiter ii^ the middle. Let Juno pat him 
in a fermenty and Venus mollify him. Remember 
on all occafions to make ufe of volatile Mercury, If 
yon have need of devils, draw them out of Milton\ 
paroM/e, and cxtraft your fpirits from Taffo. The 
ufe of thefe machines is evident i for, fince no epic 
poem can polTibly fubiift without them, the wifeft way 
18 to referve them for your greateft necefiities. When 
you cannot extricate your hero by any human means, 
or yourfelf by your own wit, feek relief from Hea- 
ven, and the Gods will do your bufinefs very readily. 
This is according to the direct prefcription of Honue 
In his art of poetry. 

Nee Deus interfit, nifi dignus vindice nodus 
Inciderit. 

That is to fay, A poet JhouU never calli^on the Geds 
fir their ajfifiemce, but twben be is in great perplexity. 

For tbe defcriptions. 
For a tempefi. Take Eurus, Zephyr, Aufier and 
Boreas, and cail them together in one verfe : add to 
theie of rain, lightning and thunder (the loaded you 
can) quantum Juffxit^ Mix your clouds and billows 
well together till they fome, and thicken your de- 
fcription here and there with a quickfand. Brew 
your tempeft well in your head, bdbre yon fet it a 
l>k)wing« 

For a battle. Pick a large quantity of images 
and defcriptions from Homer*& Iliads, with a fpice 
or two of Virgil^ and if there remain any overplus, 
you may lay Uiem by for a Jkirmijh. Seafon it 
well mthjimiles, and it will m^e an excellent bat- 
tle. 

For a burning town. If fuch a defcription be ne- 
ceflary. (became it is certain there is one in Virgil), 
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oW 7r9^ jfi itezdy burnt to your haods. But if you 
feac that would-be thougkt.boirorwed, a chapter or 
twoof the :theoiy of the* tmflagruaion^ well circum-
